Monday,  December  11th. 

Opening:  Conference  assembled  at  8:00  A.  M.  Bishop  Birney 
lead  a service  of  consecration  for  all  the  workers.  After  a recess, 
the  Conference  reassembled  and  after  a song,  was  led  in  prayer  by 
De  Hau  Tong. 

Minutes:  The  Minutes  were  read  by  the  Chinese  Secretary 
and  approved. 

The  Yungchun  Mission  Conference:  After  having  been 

approved  by  the  Cabinet,  and  approval  of  Bishop  Keeney  having 
been  secured  by  wire,  the  question  of  the  separation  of  the  Yung- 
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-chun  area  into  a mission  conference  was  submitted  to  the  Con. 
ference.  The  petition  for  the  separation  submitted  by  the  Chinese 
secretary.  Bishop  Birney  requested  Deng  Cih  Sing  and  F.  S, 
■Carson  to  state  their  views  regarding  the  proposed  plan.  The 
Bishop  then  asked  J.  W.  Hawley  to  take  the  chair  and  preside 
during  the  remainder  of  the  discussion,  and  asked  that  the  three 
District  Superintendents  from  the  Yungchun  area  sit  on  the  plat- 
form. Mr.  Hawley,  followed  by  the  three  District  Superintendents, 
expressed  their  views.  By  a unanimous  rising  vote,  the  Conference 
agreed  to  the  formation  of  the  Yungchun  Mission  Conference. 
The  Conference  arose  and  sang  one  verse  of  “All  Hail  the  ■ Power 
of  Jesus’s  Name”.  Dng  Seng  Ngeng  led  in  prayer  for  the  newly 
separated  area. 

On  Motion  of  Si  I Seng,  seconded  by  Na  Geh  Ciong,  the 
nominating  committee  was  asked  to  nominate  whatever  committees 
were  necessary  for  the  organization  of  the  work  in  the  new 
Mission  Conference. 

Reports:  The  remainder  of  the  report  by  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church  was  read  by  Deng  Seng  Deh.  Deng  Cih 
Sing  moved  the  addition  of  one  clause  and  the  motion  was  carried. 
'On  motion  of  Ng  Teng  Hi,  the  report  as  amended  was  adopted. 

Statistical  report:  The  Statistical  Report  was  read  by  the 
Chinese  Statistical  Secretary,  Na  Mo  Tai.  On  motion  of  Go  Teng 
Hi,  the  report  was  received  and  ordered  corrected  in  detail.  Deng 
Cih  Sing  moved  that  the  District  Superintendents  be  asked  to 
check  over  these  statistics  with  the  statistical  secretary.  The 
motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Brewster  moved  that  at  the  following  sessions  of  the 
Annual  Conference,  all  reports  for  educational  institutions  should 
be  read.  The  motion  was  carried.  F.  S.  Carson  moved  that  the 
reports  of  educational  institutions  for  this  year  be  printed  in  the 
minutes. 

Conference  Minutes:  Ua  Ung  Co  moved  that  the  end  of 
the  Chinese  year  be  the  time  limit  for  the  preparation  of  the 
Chinese  minutes  and  that  before  final  printing,  the  proof  should 
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be  corrected  by  tbe  Chinese  Secretary.  The  motion  was  carried  - 
Go  Teng  Hi  moved  that  the  statistical  reports  should  be  printed 
in  the  Chinese  minutes  in  such  a way  that  they  would  show  the 
contributions  from  each  point  on  a circuit  as  well  as  from  the 
circuit  as  a whole.  The  motion  was  carried. 

English  Minutes:  Mrs.  Brewster  reported  that  she  had  read 
the  English  minutes  for  the  sessions  of  the  three  days  previous 
and  as  far  as  she  knew  they  were  correct. 

Adjournment:  After  the  anouneements,  the  Doxology  was 
sung  and  F.  S.  Carson  pronounced  the  Benediction. 

Seventh  Day. 

Tue«dy,  December  12th. 

Opening:  The  Conference  assembled  at  4:00  P.  M.  Na  Ka 
Cing  led  in  prayer. 

Minutes:  The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  in 
Chinese  and  were  approved. 

Nominations:  Ua  Ung  Co  read  the  report  for  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  for  the  Committees  and  Boards  for  the  Hinghwa 
Conference  and  the  Yungchun  Mission  Conference.  After  correct- 
ions, the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  on  motion  of  Na 
Cong  Bau. 

Board  of  Examiners:  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners 
was  read  by  Ng  Meong  Hong,  the  Registrar.  On  motion  of  Dan 
Hoh  Gi  the  reported  was  adopted. 

Qnestion  14:  The  Name  of  Hng  Ga  Goh  was  called.  The 
committee  appointed  by  Bishop  Birney  to  investigate  charges 
brought  against  the  man,  reported  they  found  nothing  so  far  in 
the  charges  sufficient  to  prevent  his  appointment,  and  suggested 
he  be  reappointed.  In  the  mean  time  the  Committee  is  to  continue 
the  investgation. 

Resolutions:  Dng  Seng  Ngeng  read  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions,  thanking  Bishop  Birney  for  his  services. 

Delegates:  Ua  Ung  Co  moved  the  superintendent  for  the 
Sienyu  West  District  be  appointed  as  delegate  from  the  Hinghwa 
Conference  to  the  first  session  of  the  Yungchun  Mission  Con- 
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ference.  The  vote  was  carried.  Si  I Seng  moved  the  addition  of 
the  Ng  Sauh  District  Superintendent  as  a delegate  to  the  first 
session  of  the  Yungchun  and  Tehwa  District  Superintendents 
should  be  delegates  representing  the  Yungchun  Mission  Conference 
at  the  next  session  of  the  Hinghwa  Conference.  The  motion  was 
carried. 

Adjournment:  Deng  Cih  Sing  pronounced  the  Benedition. 

Evening  Session  9:00  P.  M. 

Opening:  The  Conference  assembled,  sang  a hymn,  and  had 
t season  of  prayer. 

The  Minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  in  Chinese 
and  after  corrections  were  approved. 

English  Minutes:  Mrs.  Brewster  reported  she  had  not  been 
able  to  pass  judgment  on  all  the  English  minutes  and  on  motion 
of  Dau  Hoh  Gi,  the  minutes  were  entrusted  to  Mrs.  Brewster  for 
final  correction. 

Question  Thirty-five:  The  list  of  appointments  were  read. 
See  Appointment.  Following  the  reading  of  the  appointments, 
the  following  nominations  were  received  for  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions.  The  District  Superintendents  and  District  Missionaries 
with  the  addition  of  the  following  names:  Hinghwa  City:  Na  Deh 
Cu,  Ng  Teng  Siong.  Hankong  District:  Deng  Dau  Gi  and  Da  Siu 
Tiang.  Ng  Sauh  District:  Deng  Seng  Deh  and  Au  Deh  Lai. 
Binghai  District:  Ng  Teng  Hi  and  Na  Ca  Cheong.  Kio  Sauh 
District:  Dng  Co  Hing  and  Lang  Hong  Siong.  Sienyu  East 
District:  De  Ting  Bi  and  Deng  Sing  Bi.  Sienyu  West  District: 
Deng  Geh  Sing  and  Iah  Sing  So.  Yuugchun  District:  Lau  Ga 
Siong  and  Na  Ka  Cing.  Tehwa  District:  Gang  Ngeng  Bing  and 
Li  DeL  Sing.  Tatien  District:  Deng  Teng  Ung.  The  Committee 
was  appointed  as  nominated. 

Adjournment:  Anouncements  were  made  and  Na  GehCiong 
moved  that  the  Conference  adjourn.  Mrs.  Brewster  led  in  prayer 
and  the  Conference  adjourned. 


EVANGL1STIC  REPORTS. 

Binghai  District. 

Dau  Hoh-gi. 

This  is  the  third  year  of  my  appointment  to  this 
District.  I thank  God  circumstances  have  became  more 
favorable  to  our  church-work  than  when  I first  came  here 
and  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year.  The 
church  here  is  truly  like  a withered  tree  which  has  just 
come  to  life  again.  There  are  ten  circuits  and  eighteen 
preachers  on  the  whole  district.  Though  they  were  under- 
paid on  account  of  the  former  subsidy  of  $2000  being 
reduced  to  $1500,  they  have  worked  hard  and  have  reached 
the  Centenary  goals. 

l.  Couditions  of  Circuits:  There  has  been  a revival  on 
Binghai  Circuit-  Many  members  that  were  lukewarm  have 
become  zealous  again  and  several  whole  families  have  be- 
come Christians.  The  same  may  be  said  of  De-tau  chapel, 
Dang  - tui  circuit,  whose  members  formerly  were  only 
nominal  Christians,  but  now  they  have  again  become  real 
Chistians  who  attend  church  regularly. 

The  church-work,  however,  has  been  given  a blow  on 
Holi-gai,  Nang-cih  and  Dua-ho-bah  circuit.  On  Hoh-gai 
circuit  our  rented  church  and  schoolhouse  have  been  plund- 
ered and  burnt  and  our  teacher  struck  and  class-leaders 
arrested  by  the  water  police  without  any  good  reason.  Al- 
though the  case  had  been  brought  before  the  governor  of 
Fukien  by  the  American  Consul  the  recent  political  changes 
made  our  effort  vain.  On  Nang-cih  circuit  all  members  of 
a station  in  Cho-sua,  having  been  reprimanded  by  the 
pastor  because  of  their  lawless  act  in  capturing  our  mem- 
bers of  another  station,  left  us  to  join  the  Catholic  church. 
At  Ding-gang  of  Dua-ho-bah  circuit  the  houses  of  over  ten 
families  have  been  robbed  and  burnt  and  three  members 
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captured  by  the  enemy  of  our  church  members.  On  account 
of  the  present  political  turmoil,  they  have  no  place  where 
they  can  seek  redress  for  the  wrongs  done  them. 

2.  Evangelistic  Campaign*:  Every  Circuit  lias  been  required 
to  hold  a ten  day  meeting.  As  my  District  commands  a 
very  wide  area  meetings  have  been  held  at  thirteen  different 
places,  viz:  Gi-ko,  To-tau,  Cu-gang,  Cko-ho,  Cho-dau-gio, 
Sau-cik  island,  Ng-gua,  island,  Deh.cng,  No-clio,  Ho-eho, 
Au-deng,  Sua-au,  and  Nang-cau-no.  Seventy-seven  days 
were  spent  and  ninety  addresses  were  given  to  a total 
audience  of  13647  men  and  7388  women.  One  hundred 
and  seven  rounds  were  made  to  villagers’  homes,  giving  the 
Gospel  Message  to  3137  persons. 

As  the  result  of  our  evangelistic  work,  many  people 
of  Sau-cih  island,  Hoh-gai  circuit,  have  forsaken  idol- 
worship.  A new  chapel  has  been  opened  in  Sua-au  village, 
Binghai  Circuit  and  a new  Day  school  opened  at  Ing-go  of 
Dang-dui  circuit,  and  Nang-cau-no  has  asked  for  the  open- 
ing of  a new  Day  school,  Besides,  many  new  people  have 
came  to  our  church  and  many  will  come  later. 

3.  Church  Building*:  Among  our  fifty  chapels  on  Binghai 

District  only  nine  have  buildings  while  forty-one  have  rent- 
ed or  borrowed  native  houses  which  are  usually  small,  old, 
and  badly  ventilated.  In  the  past  year  two  new  buildings 
were  finished:  one  at  Dua-keh  of  Dua-ho-dang  circuit,  and 
the  other  the  head  church  of  Bah-go  circuit.  With  $800 
from  the  members  and  $200  from  the  Mission  Board  a new 
parsonsage  has  been  built  at  Ding-gang  of  Dua-ho-bak 
circuit.  A fund  for  building  the  church  is  still  waited  for. 
The  work  of  building  a church  at  Eong-li,  Nang-cih  circuit 
has  already  been  begun.  The  stone  and  timber  for  building 
a church  at  Cho-ho,  Hoh-gai  circuit,  were  bought  two  years 
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ago.  But  as  the  quarrying  work  was  then  objected  to  by 
some  Binghai  people  the  churcll  has  not  been  built  yet. 

Many  places,  such  as  Gang-sai  and  Bah-gau  of  Bing- 
hai Circuit,  Ho-da  of  Suah-sia-Circuit,  Sauh-to  and  Ckau- 
sua  of  Dua-ho-dang  circuit,  Ding-gio  of  Dang-dui  circuit, 
and  Sa-eong  and  Bah-cau-no  of  Gau-dang  circuit,  are  ear- 
nestly hoping  the  Centenary  gifts  will  soon  come  to  help 
them  build  Holy  Temples  in  which  to  worship  our  Heavenly 
Father. 

4.  The  need  of  a Dispensary.  Binghai  IS  by  the  Sea  and  is 

far  from  the  city  or  other  large  towns  ofsHinghwa.  There  is 
no  hospital  or  well-qualified  doctor  there  and  many  people 
falling  sick  have  died  because  of  taking  wrong  medicines. 
Some  of  the  Binghai  people  have  already  planned  to  raise  a 
sum  of  money  toward  a hospital  and  we  earnestly  hope  the 
Mission  Board  will  assist  us  in  having  a dispensary.

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Hankong  Districe. 

Sang  Hah  Leng. 

Last  Conference  I was  appointed  to  the  Hankong 
District  for  another  year.  The  workers  on  my  district  both 
men  and  women  are  working  very  hard,  so  although  the 
Centenary  goals  have  not  been  met  fully,  yet  the  results  are 
quite  satisfactory. 

1.  Newly  opened  Churches.  The  District  has  three  newly- 
opened  churches;  Deng  Po  Tau  of  Gua  Au  Circuit,  having 
hearers  among  both  men  and  women ; Cong  Seng  Geng  of 
Nang  Dua  Circuit  having  hearers  among  both  men  and 
women;  Ceng  Sa  of  Gang  Kau  Circuit  having  hearers,  both 
men  and  women.  Though  these  places  have  just  been  open- 
ed, we  expect  that  in  the  future  the  work  will  bear  much 
fruit.  This  is  due  to  the  direction  of  God  and  the  work  of 
my  fellow  workers. 

2.  New  Church  Building*:  i.  o Pu  of  Gang  Kau  circuit  has 
built  a new  church.  The  members  there  raised  the  full 
amount  needed  to  build  this  church.  The  new  church 
building  can  seat  more  than  three  hundred  persons.  2. 
Hankong.  The  foundations  of  the  Boys’  school  and  the 
monitor’s  residence  have  been  laid  and  the  buildings  will 
likely  be  finished  this  year.  Five  thousand  dollars  of  the 
cost  of  this  building  came  from  American  donors  but  the 
rest  came  from  local  donors.  3.  Ho  Do  Ka  built  a new 
church.  This  was  dedicated  on  October  fifteenth.  Also 
the  pars  mage  has  been  completed.  The  cost  of  the  building 
was  covered  by  a gift  from  America  and  local  subscriptions. 

3 Evaegeiistic  Campaign*.  y[r.  Deng  Deh  Gi  has  been 
appointed  for  this  work.  Twenty-two  meetings  were  held 
during  the  past  year.  All  have  met  with  good  opportunity 
except  those  held  during  the  time  when  villagers  were  busily 
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engage  in  farming.  Subjects  taught  in  the  meetings  were 
Hymns  and  Evangelistic  Songs,  Catechism,  Full  members’ 
Manual,  Probationers’  Manual,  Life  of  Jesus,  Miracles  of 
Jesus,  Teaching  of  Jesus,  Prophets,  Mark,  Luke,  John,  Job, 
and  Isaiah. 

4.  Street  Preaching  Work.  This  kind  Of  Work  has  Only 

been  done  at  Hankong  where  the  people  are  shop  keepers 
and  are  not  zealous  enough  to  leave  their  Sunday’s  business 
for  the  sake  of  attending  the  church  service.  In  order  to 
give  the  Gospel  Message  to  them  Iah  Huang  Leong,  Ng 
Chiong  Ming  and  Go  Cong-sing  have  been  appointed  to 
preach  to  all  shop-keepers  along  the  street  every  afternoon, 
rendering  the  pastor  some  help.  They  have  won  over  ten 
people  to  our  church  and  five  of  them  are  now  probationers. 

5.  Women's  Work:  Misses  Todd  and  Marriott  have 

been  very  enthusiastic  in  their  work  of  spreading  the  Gospel 
and  have  opened  at  Hankong  Town  a women’s  station  class 
which  is  under  the  supervision  and  instruction  of  Miss  Sang 
Geh-hua  and  has  an  attendance  of  over  thirty,  and  a girlsr 
school  which  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mr,  & Mrs.  MaSui 
Do  and  has  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  students.  Miss 
McClurg  has  also  opened  a girls’  primary  school  at  Gang- 
kau,  which  has  fifty-one  students. 

5.  The  Loss  of  a Preacher.  All  workers,  men  and  women, 
have  been  blest  with  good  health  except  Dau  Hong-boh  who 
died  at  the  end  of  January  as  the  result  of  an  accident. 
When  a piece  of  glass  on  the  church  roof  had  been  broken 
he  went  to  put  a new  one  in  himself  for  the  last  Chinese 
New  Years’  service.  But,  unexpectedly,  he  fell  to  the 
ground  before  finishing  his  work  and  was  fatally  injured. 
He  was  a faithful  worker  of  the  Cross  and  his  death  was  a 
sorrow  to  us  all.

Hinghwa  City  District, 

Deng  Cih  Sing. 

Hinghwa  City  District  plays  an  important  part  in 
the  Hinghwa  Annual  Conference.  It  is  hard  to  make  much 
real  progress  in  the  church-work  here.  People  think  very 
little  of  saving  their  souls.  Many  join  the  church  with 
the  hope  that  it  may  be  a help  in  temporal  matters. 

However  we  are  trying  to  make  the  discipline  of  our 
church  more  strict  than  others.  We  think  if  any  one  wants 
to  become  a church  member,  he  ought  to  leave  the  things 
which  belong  to  non-Christian  customs.  For  this  reason 
fewer  people  come  to  our  church  but  this  is  as  Jesus  said, 
^‘Narrow  is  the  way  that  leads  unto  life  and  few  there  be 
that  enter  there  in.”  All  of  Hinghwa  District  preachers 
have  been  cared  for  by  God’s  blessing.  With  Dr.  Carson’s 
help  we  have  done  our  work,  and  reach  our  Centenary 
goal*. 

The  condition  of  the  circuits  is  as  follows: 

The  Hinghwa  City  Circuit  has  a large  number  of 
church  - members.  This  makes  both  the  spiritual  and 
temporal  work  of  the  circuit  difficult,  but  Rev.  De  and  I 
have  endeavored  to  accomplish  our  tasks,  and  each  of  our 
Centenary  goals  has  been  reached. 

Na  Deli  Cu  has  charge  of  the  Hua  Deng  circuit.  He  is

assisted  by  two  others,  Ong  Holi  Cing  and  Ceng  Sang  King 
who  are  veryearnest  work.  Therefore  the  work  of  the  Gospel 
has  done  well.  A new  church  building  has  been  completed 
there.  I am  sorry  to  report  that  some  of  the  church-members 
were  persecuted  by  the  non-Christians.  An  out-standing 
instance  of  this  was  when  one  of  our  church  members,  Dong 
Deli  Cai,  was  killed  by  the  bandits. 

The  Dang  Sua  Circuit  is  in  the  charge  of  Hng  Deh 
Go  assisted  by  Deng  Sui  Bo.  They  have  worked  very  ha:  d, 
and  the  Gospel  made  very  good  progress.  The  members  of 
Sai  Cho  have  subscribed  $600  for  a new  church. 

The  people  in  the  region  of  the  Siong  Tai  Circuit  are 
very  ignorant.  They  know  little  of  other  things  beside 
their  own  work,  and  so  they  have  much  to  learn  of  the 
Christian  Life.  However,  under  the  care  of  Gui  Do  Iang 
assisted  by  N a Iu  Seng,  the  circuit  has  made  a little  progress. 

Ching  Ha  Circuit  has  had  a very  a difficult  year. 
The  bandits  made  several  attacks  upon  this  circuit  and  some 
of  our  church-members,  who  did  not  have  a firm  belief, 
withdrew  from  our  church.  Mr.  & Mrs.  Sang  Bo  Ta  earnest- 
ly gave  their  efficient  service  to  them  so  that  this  circuit  has 
not  gone  backward.  There  was  also  a deplorable  affair  on 
this  circuit  when  one  of  our  members  and  his  family  were 
robbed  by  some  bandits,  and  his  nephew  was  shot  by  them 
and  very  seriously  injured. 

Sa  Deong  Boi  Circuit  has  also  had  a trying  year. 
Here  we  have  dropped  some  unworthy  people  from  our 
church  membership.  Then  they  really  showed  that  they 
were  evil  for  they  did  many  things  against  our  church, 
trying  to  persuade  our  members  to  leave  the  church,  and 
some  times  persecuting  them  also.  Ng  Teng  Siong  worked 
very  hard  and  planned  in  every  way  to  protect  the  church,. 
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and  this  church  has  stood  very  firm. 

Dog  Gi  Circuit  is  a new  circuit.  The  opportunity 
was  good  and  much  was  accomplished  in  the  way  of  establish- 
ing the  work. 

As  a part  of  the  work  of  the  Biblical  School ; the 
Vice  Principal,  Ng  Meong  Hong  sent  his  students  out  to 
preach,  and  we  have  much  fruitage  from  this  work.  Al- 
though Ing  Siu  is  a new  station,  thirty  persons  have  ex- 
pressed the  desire  to  become  probationers.  They  also  open- 
ed a new  station  in  Sai  Do  and  the  opportunity  here  was 
good.  He  also  sent  his  students  to  preach  in  the  jail  and 
as  a result  of  this  work  six  persons  joined  the  church  on 
probation. 

The  work  of  the  Institutional  Church  is  given  in  a 
seperate  report. 

It  is  very  important  that  the  members  be  able  to 
read  the  Bible.  This  year  the  preachers  and  Bible  women 
worked  exceedingly  hard.  So  that  we  would  gain  the 
number  needed  to  meet  our  Centenary  goals.

A large  part  of  our  Evangelistic  work  this  year  has 
been  the  teaching  of  the  members  to  read.  In  the  evening 
however  we  held  preaching  services.  We  also  had  one 
travelling  evangelist.  For  this  work  we  invited  a student, 
Na  Hong  Ngeng  had  just  come  back  from  Nanking  Theologi- 
cal School.  He  set  out  on  his  work  among  the  Ching  Ha,  Sa 
Teng  Boi  and  Siong  Tai  Circuits,  and  worked  well  with 
those  three  preachers.  The  opportunity  was  good.  The 
most  interesting  work  that  has  been  done  was  on  Sa  Teng 
Boi  Circuit.  When  they  reached  there  they  found  that 
there  was  a platform  for  a theater  and  many  villagers  were 
preparing  to  honor  the  idols  with  a theater.  Ng  Teng  Siong 
and  Na  Hong  Ngeng  knew  that  this  was  a good  time  for  a 
harvest.  They  soon  borrowed  the  platform  from  the  villagers 
for  a performance  and  they  made  their  speeches  until  9 
o’clock.  According  to  the  village  custom,  the  theater  begins 
early  but  the  villagers  listened  until  late  to  the  gospel  and 
did  not  become  tired  in  waiting  for  the  theater.  Instead 
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they  welcomed  the  story  of  the  gospel.  The  gamblers  w'  o 
were  in  gambling  places  also  stopped  their  evil  actions  and 
came  to  join  them.  This  was  a great  opportunity  which 
God  especially  gave  us.  Altogether  we  had  64  meetings. 
The  male  audience  in  all  places  totaled  6987,  the  female 
audience  was  3998.  The  grand  total  in  attendance  was 
10985. 

Membership : During  tho  year  164  men  and  63 

women  was  received  as  full  members,  a net  increase  for  the 
year  of  216.  258  men  and  129  women  were  received  as 

probationes,  a net  increase  of  105  progress.  There  was  a 
net  increase  among  the  inquirers  of  332. 

Subscriptions : The  condition  of  many  of  our  mem- 

bers is  distressing,  so  that  the  subscriptions  were  not  great- 
ly increased.  Hinghwa  City,  Hua  Deng  and  Dang  Suawere 
pretty  good,  but  the  other  5 circuits  only  made  a small  in- 
crease. The  amount  of  subscriptions  on  the  whole  District 
is  as  follows : District  Superintendent,  Pastoral  support 
Home  mission,  S.  S.  Collection,  $3294.50  an  increase  of 
$120.  For  Bishop,  Foreign  Missions,  Preachers  Aid,  Other 
Benevolences,  Church  Building,  Circuit  Expenses,  Hinghwa 
Revivalist,  City  Church  Hostel,  and  District  Miscellaneous 
Espenses  $3097.50.  We  want  to  thank  Rev.  Li  Diong  Sui 
twho  gave  us  $70.  I personally  attended  every  quarterly- 
meeting or  evangelistic  meeting.  All  of  the  Centenary  goals 
for  membership  have  been  reached.  Besides,  we  also  have 
done  our  very  best  in  all  other  things.  I have  also  en- 
couraged our  preachers  to  be  the  best  servants  to  our  God 
that  they  can.  In  October  our  county  was  very  much  dis- 
turbed by  the  fighting.  The  local  magistrate  Li  escaped. 
The  fugitive  troops  came  through  our  country  and  there 
was  some  looting.  Besides,  the  bandits  also  formed  groups' 
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going  to  any  village  to  demand  money,  food,  and  guns.  In 
this  condition  of  affairs,  of  course,  there  were  many  wicked 
people  that  came  out  to  persecute  our  churches.  So  our 
churches  are  now  in  a dangerous  position.  I don’t  know 
what  will  happen  next  year.  But  I hope  that  the  Bishop 
will  pray  for  our  District  that  God  may  give  us  a good 
opportunity  and  with  His  Protection  we  may  be  able  to 
make  great  progress  next  year. 

Ng  5auh  District. 

Deng  Cih  Ung. 

This  is  the  third  year  of  my  appointment  to  this 
Ng  Sauh  District.  With  the  help  of  God  and  my  co-workers 
and  good  advice  from  Dr.  Carson,  the  District  Missionary, 
I have  been  able  to  make  some  progress  in  the  work. 

1.  Centenary  Objectives: 

Soon  after  last  Conference  the  objectives  determined 
upon  and  allotted  to  each  circuit  on  my  District  were  made 
known  to  all  preachers  and  Bible  women  and  they  have 
since  worked  faithfully  and  efficiently  in  order  to  reach 
them.  Up  to  now  nearly  all  objectives  have  been  reached 
except  one  or  two  which  have  not  been  fully  met  on  some 
of  the  circuits.  The  details  will  be  seen  in  the  following 
table :

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There  are  seventeen  preachers  and  fifteen  Bible 
.women  on  the  whole  District  and  the  average  work  each 
done  has  been  to  win  over  forty  new  people  to  the  church 
and  to  teach  them  too. 

2.  Newly  Opened  Churche*: 

A new  church  has  been  opened  in  Dua-leong  where 
the  villagers  have  long  been  famous  for  their  wickedness 
and  their  robbery.  They  have  not  altered  their  conduct  in 
spite  of  being  punished  several  times  lately  and  although 
wTe  have  had  many  campaigns  of  Evangelistic  work  in  Hing- 
hwa  we  have  not  given  them  the  Gospel  Message  for  fear  of 
their  hostility.  This  year  when  pastor  Au  Deli  Lai  and  I 
were  just  planning  to  hold  a meeting  there  some  of  villagers 
soon  worked  against  us.  Two  of  the  villagers,  Pua  Gu-gau 
and  Pua  Sa-bi,  however,  were  in  favor  of  us  and  all  preach- 
ers and  Bible  women  together  with  Mr.  Da  Teng  Ga  and 
we  ventured  to  go  there  in  July.  We  borrowed  a monastery 
as  the  meeting  house  and  gave  addresses  to  the  audience 
every  night.  In  the  daytime  we  made  rounds  to  various 
homes  and  gave  the  Gospel  Message  to  individuals.  The 
meeting  lasted  a week  and  the  total  audience  amounted  to 
over  six  thousand.  This  time  we  won  a hundred  and  fifty 
men  and  over  thirty  women  to  our  church.  Pastor  Au  Deh 
Lai  and  I soon  seized  the  opportunity  to  open  a church  and 
a Day  School  there.  A native  house  was  rented  as  a church 
which  has  since  been  attended  by  tens  of  people  every 
Sunday,  and  the  monastery  as  the  schoolbouse  where  about 
forty  students  are  now  studying. 

Another  new  church  was  opened  at  Hai-tou  of  Tai- 
ho  village  where  two  clans  of  people,  Deng  and  Ng  have 
been  living.  There  has  long  been  an  ill-feeling  between 
these  two  clans  and  they  have  often  been  engaged  in  fight- 
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ing  with  each  other.  We  have  had  a church  at  the  clan 
Deng’s  place  but  the  people  of  the  clan  Ng  never  went  there 
on  Sunday  although  some  of  them  had  long  wished  to  be 
our  members.  This  year,  however,  when  we  held  an  evan 
gelistic  meeting  in  Ng’s  ancestral  hall  they  warmly  received 
us  with  the  Gospel  Message  and  the  new  church  was  opened 
there  then.  The  last  Quarterly  Conference  was  held  in  the 
new  church  and  the  people  of  clan  Deng  also  came.  They 
seem  to  have  forgotten  their  former  ill-feeling  through  the 
worship  of  the  same  Heavenly  Father. 

3.  Conditions  of  Circuits. 

The  area  this  district  commands  is  somewhat  like  a 
long  beet  with  Ng  Sauk  at  its  middle.  Three  circuits  Ka- 
boli,  Au-dang  and  Ua-cai  lie  south  of  Ng  Sauh  and  also 
three  circuits  Bing-dong,  Sang-dong  and  Cliing-lia  lie  north 
of  Ng  Sauh.  Most  of  the  churches  on  those  Southern 
circuits  were  founded  long  ago  and  therefore  have  had 
many  zealous  members,  Christian  families,  and  faithful  and 
efficient  class  leaders.  Consequently,  they  command  a 
much  larger  area  than  the  northern  ones  and  their  churches 
have  a much  better  foundation.  Most  of  the  progress  in 
the  church-work  of  my  District  has  been  made  in  the  three  r 
southern  circuits. 

4.  Church  and  other  Buildings* 

By  God’s  grace,  there  have  been  built  a new  two- 
story  building  large  enough  for  twenty  beds  for  the  Ng 
Sauh  Hospital,  a new  District  Superintendent’s  Residence 
Dng-boi  street  Ng  Sauh,  a new  two-story  Girls’ Schoolhouse 
at  Ng  Sauh  through  efforts  of  Miss  McClurg,  and  a new 

church  large  enough  for  about  two  hundred  and  sixty  seats, 
Avith  four  rooms  for  the  pastor’s  family,  in  Dua-mua  village. 
Five  hundred  dollars  of  the  cost  of  this  church  building 
came  from  the  Mission  Board  and  the  rest  from  local  mem- 
bers. 
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Ng  Sauli  circuit,  however,  is  still  ia  want  of  a head- 
clnirch  building  although  the  ground  and  stones  have 
already  been  bought,  Dang-heong  church  has  collected 
over  $500  from  its  members  toward  a new  church  building 
and  has  bought  tiles  add  ground.  It  is  hoped  that  American 
help  will  soon  come,  and  the  two  churches  may  have  new 
buildings  before  long.  Besides,  Ka-boh  and  Da-tau  churches 
have  also  collected  some  amount  of  subscriptions  toward 
new  church  buildings  and  are  also  waiting  for  American 
help. 

5.  Contributions. 

The  total  collections  for  the  District  were  $2821.50. 

6.  Membership. 

There  are  at  present  854  members,  661  probationers, 
372  baptized  children,  and  1821  inquirers  on  the  district. 

I have  faithfully  visited  all  schools  and  churches  and 
have  supervised  the  Quarterly  Conferences  and  evangelistic 
meetings^  ndgiven  addresses  except  during  the  four  months* 
absence  when  I went  to  Shanghai  to  attend  the  national 
Christian  Conference.  Please  pray  for  me  that  I shall  be 
able  to  make  greater  progress  next  year  and  bring  glory  to 
God. 

Kio  Sauh  District. 

Dng  Seng  Ngeng. 

Under  God’s  grace  I have  passed  another  year  as  the 
District  Superintendent  of  Kio  Sauh  District.  Although 
there  have  been  many  obstacles,  the  work  shows  more 
progress  than  last  year.  We  paid  great  attention  to  Bible- 
study,  Prayer,  Membership,  etc.  With  the  help  of  my  co- 
workers I have  been  able  to  reach  the  Centenary  Goals  set 
for  me. 

1.  Conditions  of  Various  Circuits:  Kio  Sauh 

circuit  commands  an  area  surrounding  Kio  Sauh  town. 
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Members  of  this  circuit  have  been  greatly  troubled  on 
account  of  being  forced  twice  to  lend  a big  sum  of  money 
to  different  military  parties.  Pastor  Dng  Co  Hing  wa& 
just  transfered  here  last  year  and  he  has  done  his  best  to 
help  the  members  and  to  comfort  them.  He  has  worked 
hard,  and  has  made  good  progress  in  the  church-work.  A 
new  station  has  been  opened  in  Au  Ta  village  and  the 
number  of  members  of  Ou  Cho  station  has  been  increased. 
Two  Evangelistic  Meetings  w’ere  held  and  good  results 
obtained. 

Po  Hio  Circuit  has  been  in  charge  of  Na  Ming  Ceng 
who  has  worked  hard  and  has  done  his  best  to  help  his 
members  in  their  troubles.  Most  of  the  people  there  are 
wild  and  wicked.  During  the  past  year  there  were  two 
village  fights.  They  tried  to  rob  and  kill  each  other  and 
were  then  punished  and  fined  by  officers  who  made  no 
distinction  as  to  whether  one  was  innocent  or  not  and  many 
our  members  were  done  great  injustice.  In  dealing  with  the 
• matter  I myself  spent  much  time.  The  matter  affected  the 
amount  of  subscriptions  but  other  Centenary  objectives  such 
as  membership  and  Bible-study  have  been  attained. 

Bi  Ciu  Circuit  has  been  in  charge  of  Dng  Sing  lob. 
He  is  a young  efficient  preacher  and  has  made  good  pro- 
gress. For  some  reason  many  of  the  members  did  not  wish 
to  go  to  the  original  church  and  it  was  then  moved  to  an- 
other place  on  the  same  island.  The  members  are  planning 
to  have  a new  church.  They  are  willing  to  subscribe  about 
$500,  hoping  that  the  Mission  Board  will  assist  them. 

Sa  Hoi  Circuit  has  been  in  charge  of  Sang  Geh 
Cheong.  He  is  an  old  experienced  preacher  and  has  made 
good  progress  in  his  work.  There  was  a good  opportunity 
for  the  Bible-study  work.

Dong-  11a  Circuit  has  been  in  charge  of  Lang  Hong 
Siong  who  is  known  for  his  wisdom  and  efficiency.  He  was 
just  transfered  there  last  year  but  soon  brought  forth  a 
revival.  He  held  two  Evangelistic  meetings  and  made  an 
advance  in  every  line  of  his  work.  Both  subscriptions 
and  numbers  of  members  have  been  increased. 

La  Si  Circuit  has  been  in  charge  of  Da  Meong  Dah. 
He  is  a kind  preacher  and  has  been  on  good  terms  with  all 
his  members.  He  has  reached  the  Centenary  goals  and  has 
persuaded  his  members  to  plan  for  a new  church. 

2.  Evangelistic  Meetings.  Nine  small  meetings 
were  held  under  the  good  supervision  of  CJa  Ging  Do. 
Owing  to  other  church  business  I was  absent  from  three  of 
them.  In  some  meetings  people  were  taught  to  read  only. 
In  others  they  were  taught  to  read  as  well  as  given  addresses. 
In  all  43  addresses  were  given  and  the  total  attendance  was 
5180. 

The  books  taught  were  the  Romanized  Primer, 
Catechism,  Probationer’s  manual,  Life  of  Jesus.  331  mea 
and  137  women  passed  examinations  in  one  of  these  books. 

3.  Educational  Work.  Mrs.  Brewster  has  had 
charge  of  all  the  schools  and  has  taken  good  care  of  them. 
Besides  having  Na  Ming  Gi  as  the  supervisor  she  herself  has 
visited  all  schools.  The  Kio  Sauh  Grammar  School  building 
was  just  under  roof  lastvear  but  Mr.  Cole  and  Mrs.  Brewster 
soon  secured  about  f 1000  for  finishing  it  and  repaying  a 
debt  the  school  had  owed,  and  also  for  buying  a large  bell 
for  the  school  and  church.  The  school  has  97  students. 

There  are  thirteen  lower  primary  schools  on  this 
District,  with  390  students  and  one  girls’  school  with  49 
students.  I do  hope  that  more  schools  will  be  opened  so 
as  to  Christianize  more  children. 
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4.  Membership  and  Contributions.  The  number  of 

full  members  newly  received  was,  men  63,  women  33,  a net 
increase  of  73.  150  men  and  69  women  were  received  as 

probationers,  a net  increase  of  54.  Thirty-one  children  were 
baptized,  a net  decrease  of  14.  221  men  and  97  women  were 
received  as  probationers,  leaving  a net  decrease  of  25  in- 
quirers. The  subscriptions  for  the  district  were  nearly  the 
same  as  last  year. 

5.  Requests.  We  asked  for  a new  Head  Church  in 
Kio  Sauh  last  Conference  but  have  not  obtained  our  object 
yet.  We  are  in  need  of  such  a building  and  shall  again 
and  again  ask  for  it  until  obtaining  it.  We  also  ask  that 
Mission  Board  will  assist  in  building  more  churches  on  the 
District.  Only  Gui-cho  and  Bi  Ciu  have  church  buildings 
which  were  built  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Brewster.  All 
the  rest  use  native  houses  which  are  either  rented  or 
borrowed  and  which  are  usually  dirty  and  badly  ventilated. 
Then,  too,  the  owner  may  belong  to  one  party  of  the 
villagers  and  those  that  belong  to  the  other  party  will  not 
come  to  his  house  to  attend  services.  And  very  often  our 
preacher’s  freedom  has  to  be  limited  to  some  extent  by  the 
bouse  owner.  At  present  the  members  of  Bi  Ciu,  O Ka, 
Dang  Cng  and  O Su  are  willing  to  subscribe  toward  a new 
church  but  they  cannot  give  enough  without  help  from  the 
Mission  Board. 

6.  Thanks:  Mrs.  Brewster  labored  diligently  in 

supervising  the  Evangelistic  Campaigns  and  all  schools. 
After  Mr.  Cole’s  leaving  Hinghwa  she  also  became  Mission- 
ary of  my  District.  She  used  to  make  trips  to  different 
places  and  give  us  suggestions  and  advice  about  the  work. 
To  her  I wish  to  show  my  heartfelt  gratitude.  I am  also 
indebted  to  Miss  Todd  who  well  supervised  the  work  of  all 
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Bible-women,  and  Miss  McClurg  who  has  opened  two  girls’* 
lower  primary  schools  on  the  District. 

Sienyu  East  District. 

Go  Teng  Ui. 

This  is  the  fifth  year  of  my  appointment  to  this 
District.  On  account  of  the  local  political  troubles,  I have 
faced  many  difficulties  during  the  past  Conference  year. 
But  with  God’s  help  and  the  diligent  co-operation  of  my 
co-workers  many  obstacles  have  been  passed,  progress  been 
made  and  the  Centenary  goals  been  reached.  Members* 
belief  has  been  rendered  firmer  and  their  enthusiasm  higher* 
Many  of  them  have  been  persuaded  to  be  patient  and  to- 
yield  to  others  in  time  of  quarrel.  The  condition  of  the- 
different  circuits  of  my  District  is  as  follows: 

1.  Ga  Deng  Circuit  commands  a large  thickly 
settled  area  and  has  seven  chapels.  Of  these  Gua  Boi 
Chapel  is  in  a large  town  where  we  have  planned  to  move 
the  District  headquarters.  For  the  building  of  a church 
and  a grammar  school  there  has  been  subscribed  $1,200 
from  members  and  over  over  $300  and  a piece  of  ground 
from  non-Christians,  who  were  divided  in  opinion  and  were 
about  to  engage  in  a village  fight.  Our  preachers  helped 
to  make  a compromise  between  them  and  they  rewarded  us 
with  above  subscription  and  the  ground  which  was  owned 
by  both  parts. 

Sua  Gio  Chapel  has  not  many  members.  The  people 
there  are  superstitions  and  hate  Christianity  and  therefore 
no  progress  has  been  made  in  the  church-work  of  that 
station. 

At  Nia  Tau  Station  great  progress  has  been  made. 
There  is  a good  increase  in  the  number  of  members  and  the 
amount  of  subscriptions  is  increased  by  $50  with  an

-additional  sum  of  over  $ 1000  lor  repairing  the  church. 

The  members  of  Keong  Tau  Chapel  are  not  very 
enthusiastic,  but  as  there  is  a good  parsonage  and  fine 
church  building  there  we  hope  that  a revival  may  come  one 
of  these  days. 

At  Sauh  Bo  Chapel  the  apportunity  is  very  good. 
Many  new  men  have  joined  our  church  this  year  and  the 
average  Sunday  attendance  amounts  to  over  one  hundred. 
The  amount  of  subscriptions  has  increased  by  $60. 

Bah  EEo  Chapel  has  just  been  opened  this  year.  The 
members  are  quite  inclined  toward  Christianity  and  the 
work  is  sure  to  prosper  judging  from  present  condition.  On 
this  Ga  Deng  circuit  is  a grammar  school  with  fifty-one 
students,  four  lower  primary  schools  with  one  hundred  and 
thirty-six  boys  aud  four  girls,  and  one  girls’  primary  school 
with  thirty  girls.  The  total  increase  in  members  for  the 
whole  circuit  is  as  follow : Members  men  8,  women  27 ; 
probationers  men  26,  women  32 ; batized  children  13. 

The  subscriptions  for  the  whole  circuit  increase 
$145.00. 

2.  Leng  Ceo  Circuit  : This  circuit  is  on  the  south 

of  my  District  and  the  head  church  is  located  ^on  Hong- 
deng,  the  largest  town  of  Sienyu.  Near  the  head  church  is 
a newly  built  two-story  grammar  schoolhouse  with  a dor- 
mitory large  enough  for  a hundred  boarders.  A sum  of 
$5100  has  been  spent  in  the  building,  $2600  coming  from 
the  native  members.  About  two  hundred  more  dollars  have 
to  be  secured  for  finishing  it.  The  members  belonging  to 
O Gau  village  near  Hong-deng  are  very  enthusiastic  and 
have  subscribed  over  $4000  for  the  purpose  of  building  a 
Day  Schoolhouse  in  that  village.  Some  years  ago  a girls’ 
lower  primary  school  with  over  thirty  students  was  also

founded  there  but  I am  sorry  that  it  has  been  closed  this 
year. 

The  members  of  Nia  Kau  Chapel  are  enthusiastic 
but  the  preacher  left  there  early  this  year  because  of  his 
own  trouble  and  no  progress  has  been  made.  As  some  of  the 
most  enthusiastic  members  of  O Sia  Chapel  have  resently 
died,  most  of  the  rest  are  lukewarm  and  many  have  strayed 
away  from  the  Good  Shepherd.  Hence  the  church-work 
there  has  gone  backward. 

Progress  has  been  made  at  Hoi-tau-cng  chapel.  Be- 
sides the  increase  in  the  yearly  subscription  about  six  hun- 
dred dollars  has  been  subscribed  for  the  purpose  of  building 
a newT  church  there.  But  this  station  is  rather  far  (about 
10  miles)  from  the  Hong-deng  church  and  the  preacher  in 
charge  can  give  it  but  little  care,  so  it  has  been  planned  to 
have  a newr  circuit  there. 

Boi-lau  chapel  is  in  a place  w hich  has  been  greatly 
troubled  by  local  bandits,  and  the  church  work  has  there-' 
fore  gone  backward. 

The  increase  in  membership  for  the  wl  ole  circuit  is: 
Members  men  20,  w’omen  21 ; probationers  men  37,  women 
27. 

There  are  one  grammar  school  with  forty-six  students 
and  three  primary  schools  with  one  hundred  and  twenty  . 
students  on  the  circuit. 

3.  Hau  Deng  Circuit:  This  circuit  commands  a; 

thickly  settled  plain  and  has  five  churches.  There  are 
many  Christian  families  in  Leong-tau.  Of  all  the  churches 
in  my  District  this  church  has  the  largest  number  of  mem- 
bers that  are  able  to  read  the  Romanized  Bible.  Opportunity 
is  good  there  and  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  w ork. 

In  Sua-ka  church  there  is  a large  increase  in  the 
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number  of  female  members.  Most  members  are  enthusiastic 
and  there  has  been  subscribed  over  $300  for  buying  an  old 
house  which  is  now  used  for  services,  and  another  few 
hundred  dollars  to  be  matched  by  American  help  for  build- 
ing a new  church. 

Gua  Boi  church  also  has  many  Christian  families 
and  many  earnest  members.  A few  hundred  dollars  have 
been  subscribed  toward  a new  church  which  will  soon  be 
erected  if  help  can  be  obtained  from  the  Mission  Board. 
There  is  a Day  School  there  having  a new  school  house  and 
over  forty -students.  In  O-sauh-nia  church  most  old  earnest 
members  have  lately  died.  There  is  a preacher  and  a Bible 
women  there.  Last  summer  this  church  was  robbed  by 
bandits  but  through  officer  Li’s  effort  the  loss  was  soon  res- 
tored. 

The  members  of  Au  Cai  church  have  become  Hike' 
warm  and  it  has  been  moved  to  Dng-nia  where  quite  a few 
people  are  inclined  to  Christianity. 

The  increase  in  membership  of  this  circuit  is  men  9. 
womenjlG ; probationers  men  IT,  women  32 ; baptized  children 
18. 

The  subscriptions  increased  $19.00.  All  worker  on 
the  circuit  expect  to  have  on  increase  of  $100.00  next  year. 

There  are  three  Day  Schools  on  the  circuit,  with 
ninety-five  boys  and  four  girls. 

4.  Cui  Gau  Circuit  : This  circuit  is  the  smallest 

one  of  my  District  and  has  only  three  churches.  Ing-dng 
church  has  this  year  been  moved  to  Boi-dng,  There  is  a 
little  decrease  in  the  amount  of  subscriptions.  It  has  been 
planned  that  it  ought  to  have  a new  church.  Cui-gau  church 
has  over  twenty  Christians  families  in  it  and  has  received 
many  new  members  this  year.  But  there  is  some  ill  feeling 
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between  some  old  members  and  the  new  ones  and  many  in- 
quirers go  to  another  church  in  another  village  on  Sunday. 
There  has  been  a revival  on  Cho-gau-cau  this  year.  A sum 
of  $1000  has  been  subscribed  and  with  the  help  of  $300  from 
America  two-story  schoolhouse  and  a new  church  have  al- 
ready been  built.  It  is  hoped  that  greater  progress  will  be 
made  there,  hereafter. 

The  increase  in  membership  for  the  circuit  is  men  13, 
women  23;  probationers  men  32,  women  34;  baptized  child- 
ren 11. 

The  subscriptions  increased  $20.  The  workers  on 
the  circuit  are  willing  to  be  responsible  for  an  increase  of 
$26  next  year. 

There  are  three  Day  Schools  on  the  circuit  with  108 
boys  and  12  girls. 

5.  Dang  Hau  Circuit:  This  circuit  commands  a 
wide,  thickly  settled  area  though  it  has  only  three  churches 
on  it.  There  are  many  Christian  families  and  many  en- 
thusiastic members  in  O-deng  church.  Besides  reaching 
the  Centenary  goal,  a sum  of  $1000  has  been  subscribed  to- 
ward a new  church  which  will  be  built  as  soon  as  American 
help  is  obtained.  Great  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
work  of  Go-ca  church.  In  Nang-ka  many  members  that 
run  away  because  of  the  trouble  with  bandits  some  time 
ago  have  returned  this  year  and  hence  brought  a revival 
this  year. 

The  subscriptions  of  the  whole  circuit  increased  $20 
and  the  numbers  increased  as  follows:  Members  men  15 
women  16  ; probationers  men  27,  women  32;  baptized  child- 
ren 8. 

There  are  two  Day  Schools  on  the  circuit  with  5p 
boys  and  4 girls. 
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6.  Sa  Ming  Circuit:  This  circuit  is  in  Hing-tai 

w here  mountains  are  numerous  and  roads  are  hard  to  ravel. 
It  has  five  churches  at  Sa-ming,  Bo-po,  Mo-sa,  Au-lang- 
gio  and  Da-au-bui.  Of  these  churches  Sa-ming  was  founded 
first.  Many  of  its  old  members  have  died  and  their  children 
have  strayed  away  from  the  Shepherd,  hence  there  are  only 
a few  attending  the  church  service  on  Sunday.  The  same 
may  be  said  of  Bo-po  church,  but  there  was  a little  revival 
this  year. 

Mo-sa  church  was  given  a hard  blow  when  a battle 
was  fought  there  and  the  possessions  of  our  preacher  and 
members  were  plundered.  The  loss  has  lately  been  restoredr 
and  the  church  w7ork  seems  to  be  more  favorable. 

Au-lang-gio  station  has  no  preacher  staying  there 
and  no  church  either,  for  the  owner  of  the  old  church  has 
taken  it  back  for  his  own  use.  It  has  been  planned  to  move 
this  church  to  Dua-ka. 

Da-au-boi  church  has  not  had  good  opportunity  and 
no  progress  has  been  made.  Tw7o  churches  Sa-ming  and 
Da-au-boi  has  church  buildings.  The  rest  have  rented 
houses  only. 

The  subscriptions  remain  the  same  as  the  last  year. 
The  increase  in  membership  is  men  14,  women  IT ; proba- 
tioners men  19,  women  17 ; baptized  children  8. 

There  are  one  grammar  school  with  thirty  - five 
students  and  three  Day  schools  w7itli  eighty-two  boys  and 
two  girls. 

7.  Ciong  Tang  Circuit  : This  circuit  is  also  located 
in  a mountainous  place  where  roads  are  very  rocky.  It  is 
divided  into  five  stations,  Ciong-tang,  Dua-moi,  O-sia,  Go- 
ho  and  Sauh-hong. 

Ciong-tang  church  has  no  good  opportunity,  but  a

few  old  members  are  very  zealous  and  it  is  hoped  that 
progress  may  be  made  hereafter. 

O-sia  station  has  no  preacher  staying  there  and  the 
number  of  members  has  become  smaller. 

No  progress  has  been  made  at  the  Go-bo  station. 

Sauh-hong  station  is  about  10  miles  from  the  preacher 
in  charge,  but  the  class  leaders  there  are  zealous  and  a 
little  progress  has  been  made  there. 

There  is  no  church  building  on  the  whole  circuit 
All  are  rented  native  houses.  The  amount  of  subscriptions 
lias  decreased  $10.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  members 
is  men  9,  women  12;  probationers  men  22,  women  33; 
baptized  children  2. 

There  are  two  Day  schools  with  fifty-eight  boys  and 
two  girls. 

8.  Gu  Ga  Circuit  : Formerly  there  were  seven 

stations  on  this  circuit.  Owing  to  financial  straits  we 
have  stopped  sending  preachers  to  Ho-siu-lang,  Cia-ka,  Pa- 
ti-geng  chapels  and  many  not  well-grounded  members  have 
gradually  left  our  church.  The  members  of  Gu-ga  head 
church  have  lately  been  troubled  by  soldiers  and  the  church 
was  given  a blow.  Last  year  about  five  hundred  dollars 
was  subscribed,  waiting  to  be  matched  by  American  help 
toward  a new  church. 

Ha-au  chapel  has  had  a good  opportunity  and  many 
new  women  have  joined  our  church  this  year,  but  the 
plague  has  taken  away  some  of  our  members.  A sum  of 
over  $500  has  also  been  subscribed,  waiting  to  be  matched 
by  foreign  help  toward  a new  chapel.  The  opportunity  of 
Sauh-go  chapel  has  not  been  very  good  and  the  foundation 
of  church  is  therefore  on  the  sands  rather  than  on  rock. 
The  members  of  Ui-ka  chapel  are  zealous  and  have  also 
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subscribed  about  $600,  waiting  for  foreign  help  toward  a 
newT  chapel. 

There  is  no  church  building  on  the  circuit.  All 
chapels  are  rented  houses.  The  subscriptions  decreased $72. 
The  increase  in  membership  is  men  12,  women  7 ; probation- 
ers men  27,  women  33;  baptized  children  5. 

There  are  two  Day  schools  with  36  boys  and  four 

girls. 

9.  Siong  Hong  Circuit  : Five  years  ago  this  circuit 

belonged  to  Hinghwa  City  District.  The  total  amount  of 
subscriptions  was  less  than  $100  at  first  but  was  gradually 
Increased  until  $500  wTas  collected  from  the  fifteen  stations 
on  the  circuit.  Lately,  owing  to  financial  straits  the  number 
of  workers  has  been  decreased  and  many  members  that  have 
oot  been  in  constant  contact  with  the  preachers  have  left 
our  church,  hence  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  stations 
and  in  the  amount  of  subscriptions.  The  circuit  has  ten 
stations  now  and  is  still  in  need  of  laborers.  Only  So-hong 
station  has  a church  building.  All  the  rest  have  only  rented 
bouses  a few  of  which  will  soon  be  taken  back  for  their 
owners’  own  use.  The  amount  of  subscriptions  was  the 
same  as  last  year  and  the  increase  in  membership  is  men  15, 
women  6;  probationers,  men  20,  women  18;  baptized  child- 
ren 6. 

There  are  two  Day  schools  with  10  boys  and  6 girls. 

10.  The  Evangelistic  Meetings.  Evangelistic  meet- 
ings were  held  at  five  different  places.  There  wrere  good 
opportunities  and  with  the  co-operation  of  all  preachers 
and  Bible-women  and  with  the  help  of  Miss  Lebeus  and  Go 
Dua-di  give  results  were  obtained. 

As  I was  too  busy  to  be  present  in  all  the  preaching 
services  I asked  Mr.  Deng  Eong  to  help  the  pastors  and 
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Bible- women  of  the  four  churches  at  Sa-ming,  Ciong-tang^ 
Gu-ga  and  Siong-hong  in  this  work.  They  made  their 
rounds  to  villagers’  homes  in  day  time  and  gave  addresses 
in  the  church  at  night.  The  services  were  well  attended 
and  171  were  newly  enrolled  as  inquirers. 

11.  Requests:  We  ask  that  Rev.  Hollister  be  again 
missionary  in  charge  of  the  two  Sienyu  Districts  and  that 
he  stay  in  Sienyu.  We  also  ask  that  Miss  Lebeus  be  again 
appointed  lady  missionary  staying  in  Sienyu  after  her 
furlough.  We  earnestly  hope  that  the  Mission  Board  wilt 
assist  in  building  a Higher  Primary  Schoolhouse  and  the 
East  District  Superintendent’s  Residence  at  Gua-boi  and 
that  the  Women’s  Mission  Board  will  assist  in  Building  a 
girls,  Lower  Primary  schoolhouse  and  a hospital  for  wo- 
men at  Gua-boi.  We  ask  that  the  church  consider  the 
Hingtai  Region  as  missionary  territory  for  the  church' 
there  is  still  young. 

12.  Thanks.  I wish  to  express  thanks  to  the  follow- 
ing: Mr.  Carson  has  rendered  me  much  help  in  the  church - 
work  and  Mr.  Winter  has  labored  very  diligently  for  all 
the  schools.  Miss  Lebeus  and  Go  Dua-di  have  efficiently 
directed  the  work  of  Bible  wnmen  in  the  Evangelistic 
Campaigns.  Rev.  Deng  Sing-bi  has  taken  my  place  in  su- 
perintending all  the  Quartery  conferences  in  the  four 
circuits  in  Hingtai.  Both  men  and  women  have  been 
ministered  to  in  times  of  illness  by  Drs.  Betow,  Johnson 
and  Gui.  To  all  of  these  co-workers  I with  to  express  my 
heartfelt  gratitude. 

Sienyu  West  District. 

Go  Teng  Hi. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  my  appointment  to  this 
Sienyu  West  District.  Although  I have  had  but  a humble 
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education  and  not  much  ability,  I have  done  my  best  to 
over  come  all  obstacles  and  have  performed  both  spiritual 
and  temporal  work  faithfully,  hoping  to  have  a church  with 
its  foundation  on  a large  rock.  Besides,  all  preachers 
-iave  been  industrious  is  spreading  the  Gospel  and  minister- 
ing to  their  members  and  tried  also  to  collect  most  subscrip- 
tions themselves  because  many  stewards  and  class  leaders 
would  not  be  responsible  for  that  work. 

1.  Conditions  of  Circuits: 

The  Sienyu  City  Circuit  has  met  with  a good  op- 
portunity. It  has  now  six  churches,  three  of  which  have 
just  been  opened  this  year.  Several  of  the  local  gentry 
that  used  to  be  hostile  to  our  church  have  become  our 
members  and  both  the  number  of  members  and  the  amount 
of  subscriptions  have  increased.  One  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  new  full  members  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-four 
probationers  were  received  ahd  fifty-seven  children  baptized 
during  the  past  year. 

Cia-Sua  Circuit  has  five  churches  of  which  one  was 
newly  opened  in  the  past  year.  Most  members  are  zealous 
and  the  opportunity  was  good  there. 

Leng-Hua  Circuit  has  six  churches.  Last  winter  a 
new  church  was  opened  in  Pa-cai  village  belonging  to 
Cing-ang  district,  and  has  over  hundred  and  fifty  members. 
But  this  place  had  often  been  troubled  by  bandits  and  to 
our  surprise  our  preacher  Chua  Su-bo  was  also  captured 
last  May  and  a ransom  of  $1530  was  paid  to  “the  bandits 
for  his  freedom.  This  loss  has  not  been  restored  yet  and 
the  church  has  been  closed  since  last  May.  With  God’s  help, 
however,  good  progress  was  made  in  other  churches  and 
the  Centenary  goals  set  for  this  circuit  were  all  reached. 

Leng  Ho  Sua  Circuit  has  three  old  churches  and  one 
newly  opened  church  at  Sua-tau  which  has  over  a hundred 
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and  twenty  members.  This  circuit  has  not  met  with  good' 
opportunity. 

Giang  Sua  Circuit  has  four  old  churches  and  one 
new  church  opened  at  N g Ka  where  many  of  people  have 
longed  for  Jesus’  doctrine  and  have  subscribed  thirty-five 
piculs  of  paddy  which  is  worth  $1000.  They  have  also 
planned  to  have  a church  building  for  which  they  have 
subscribed  $409.  As  soon  as  a help  of  $300  comes  from  the 
Mission  Board  the  work  will  begin. 

Meong  Su  Circuit  has  three  churches.  In  the  past 
year  a new  church  building  and  a parsonage  were  complet- 
ed. The  members  have  been  liberal  in  giving.  Both  the 
number  of  members  and  amount  of  subscriptions  have  in- 
creased. Nang-hong  circuit  has  three  churches  and  progress 
has  been  made  there.  Should  more  labour  be  spent  there 
better  results  may  be  obtained  hereafter. 

Do  Boi  Circuit  has  two  churches.  Most  of  the 
members  are  women.  Christianity  is  just  beginning  to 
thrive  there  and  all  work  done  there  will  bring  good  fruitage. 

2.  Church  Building. 

At  Meong-su  a new  church  building  large  enough  to 
seat  500,  and  a two-story  parsonage  has  been  finished. 
Over  three  thousand  dollars  were  spent;  two  thousand  came 
from  the  Mission  Board  and  the  rest  from  local  members 
who  were  willing  to  give  liberally  through  the  persuasion 
of  two  zealous  and  faithful  class  leaders.  Indeed  they 
have  set  a good  example  for  other  churches  to  follow. 

Another  new  building  including  church  and  school 
rooms  has  been  built  at  Deng-gah-ka  on  the  Giang-sua 
circuit.  The  church  is  large  enough  to  seat  five  hundred. 
One  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  have  been  spent;  One 
thousand  two  hundred  came  from  the  Missiou  Board  and 
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the  rest  from  local  members.  About  two  hundred  more 
dollars  are  needed  for  finishing  the  building. 

A new  two-story  parsonage  has  been  built  at  Leng- 
Hua  where  the  old  flat  was  pulled  down  and  eight  hundred 
more  dollars  were  spent.  Two  hundred  dollars  came  from 
the  Mission  Board,  four  hundred  from  local  members,  andi 
there  carries  a debt  of  |200. 

One  hundred  dollars  were  spent  in  repairing  and 
furnishing  the  Bo  Boi  church.  Fifty  came  from  Mr.  Carson 
and  the  rest  from  local  members. 

From  the  above  wre  know  that  an  amount  of  $2100 
has  been  subscribed  by  the  members  of  my  District  towards 
church  buildings  and  parsonages  during  the  past  year. 

3.  Membership. 

141  men  and  174  women  were  received  as  full  mem- 
bers during  the  year  a net  increase  of  191.  301  men  and 

248  women  were  received  as  probationers,  a net  increase  of 
184.  135  boys  and  girls  were  baptized,  an  increase  of  81 

for  the  year.  The  number  of  inquirers  received  was  728 
men  and  269  women,  a net  increase  of  289. 

4.  Contributions. 

The  total  for  the  district  was  $4218,  an  increase  of 
$459  compared  with  last  year. 

5.  Evangelistic  Campaigns. 

The  number  of  persons  taught  to  read  or  examined 
during  the  past  year  was  351.  Together  with  the  old 
members  the  number  of  persons  able  to  read  amounts  to 
272  men  and  472  women  on  my  record.  The  subjects  taught 
in  all  meetings  were : the  Romanized  Primer,  Catechism,. 
Life  of  Jesus,  Parables  of  Jesus,  Miracles  of  Jesus,  the 
Bible,  etc. 

6.  Thanks. 

I wish  to  express  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  Dr.  Carson 
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who  has  been  the  missionary  of  my  District  and  has  given 
me  many  good  directions  in  the  work ; to  Mr.  Winter  who 
has  made  rounds  to  different  circuits  with  me;  to  Miss 
Lebeus  who  has  efficiently  directed  the  work  of  the  Bible 
women ; to  Go  Dua-di  who  has  efficiently  exhorted  women 
to  read  and  examined  them;  to  Ua  Ung-co,  Deng  Geh-sing? 
and  Ng  Deli-bau  who  have  rendered  me  much  help  in  all 
temporal  work;  to  Mr.  Na  Ging-seng  who  has  supervised 
some  Quarterly  conferences  in  my  stead;  to  N a Cong-bau 
and  Au  Teong-leng  who  have  helped  me  supervise  the 
evangelistic  meetings;  and  to  Drs.  Betow,  Gui,  Naand  Pua, 
who  have  faithfully  ministered  to  both  men  and  women  in 
times  of  illness. 

Report  of  J.  W.  Hawley. 

Yungchun,  Tehwa,  and  Tatien  Districts, 

The  Yungchun,  Teliwa  and  the  Tatien  Districts  of  the 
Hinghwa  Conference  constitute  the  region  frequently  spoken 
of  as  “The  Western  End”  of  the  Hinghwa  Conference.  In 
area  it  is  larger  than  all  the  rest  of  the  Hinghwa  Conference 
put  together,  but  of  course  has  the  not  population.  It  hs 
all  mountainous  country  with  few  and  bad  roads,  so  that 
travel  is  slow  and  tedious,  especially  in  bad  weather.  The 
population  is  widely  scattered  in  little  mountain  villages, 
there  being  but  few  towns  of  over  5000.  This  scattered 
mountain  population  of  farmer  folk,  makes  necessary  quite 
a different  type  of  work  from  what  is  possible  in  the  close- 
ly knit  Hinghwa  area.  Up  in  these  mountains  one  has  to 
travel,  with  very  few  exceptions,  a whole  long  day  to  get 
from  one  preaching  point  to  another,  and  this  too  over 
miserable  roads.  We  are  also  different  from  the  Hinghwa 
region  in  dialect,  in  temperament  of  people,  in  problems 
presented  in  development  of  the  work  and  also  in  the 
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economic*  and  social  customs  and  conditions  of  the  people. 
So  that  all  in  all,  the  Western  End  of  the  Hinglnva  Con- 
ference is  quite  distinct  from  the  rest  of  the  work. 

Conditions  in  this  region  resultant  on  the  lack  of 
any  permanent  and  efficient  government  have  been  growing: 
steadily  worse  ever  since  the  Revolution  in  1911.  The  re* 
gion  is  now  filled  with  armed  groups  of  bandits  under  their 
own  leaders,  each  group  an  army  in  itself  and  constantly 
warring  with  its  neighbors.  Pillage,  burnings,  killings, . 
seizures  and  wanton  destruction  of  both  life  and  property 
all  combine  to  make  life  a nightmare  to  the  mass  of  the 
people,  and  the  worst  of  it  all  is  that  there  seems  to  be  no- 
possible relief  in  sight.  As  this  report  is  being  written^ 
Yungchun  City  is  in  the  possession  of  a groYip  of  these 
little  armies,  which  have  for  the  time  being  united  to  drive 
out  the  Northern  troops  subsequent  to  Gov.  Li’s  fall  in 
Foochow.  I shall  not  try  to  give  details  of  the  sufferings 
of  the  people,  the  District  Superintendents  have  told  much 
of  this  in  their  reports.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  many  of  the 
people  are  losing  their  grip  no  the  best  they  knew  or 
thought,  and  are  utterly  discouraged.  They  have  lost  all 
faith  in  the  Government  and  have  no  hope  in  anything  else. 
Under  such  conditions  it  is  not  surprising  that  a general 
moral  slump  is  the  result.  Some  of  our  church  leaders  also 
express  the  doubt  of  even  Christianity  being  able  to  act 
quickly  enough  to  save  China  from  disintegration  and 
disruption. 

In  spite  of  such  widespread  disorder  the  work  of  the 
church  makes  steady  progress.  It  has  been  just  fifteen 
years  since  the  writer  first  came  into  the  field.  The  figures 
below  show  an  interesting  story  of  growth  in  the  Church  in 
the  Western  End  of  the  Hingliwa  conference  during  these 
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fifteen  years.

On  the  Tatien  District  this  year  the  people  have 
undertaken  several  new  chapels,  not  waiting  longer  for 
expected  Centenary  aid.  They  have  done  nobly  in  their 
efforts,  and  we  hope  ere  long  to  get  further  asistance  for 
them.  Some  building  has  been  done  on  the  other  Districts, 
hut  not  much. 

Ail  our  schools  at  Yungchun  have  been  prosperous 
this  year.  It  is  a constant  delight  to  see  increasing  number 
of  students  at  church  and  on  the  playground.  Through  a 
gift  from  Mr,  Baldwin  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.  for  the  purchase  of 
a Chinese  building  here,  our  Bible  School  is  assured  of 
temporary  quaters  until  such  time  as  a permanent  plant 
*can  be  secured.  The  Boys  School  is  crowded  and  seriously 
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needs  a teacher’s  residence.  The  newly  started  Woman’s 
School  must  have  a building  of  its  own  soon,  as  the  Girls5 
School  will  require  all  the  rooms  in  this  building.  Funds 
are  now  in  hand  for  the  completion  of  the  Girls’  School 
building,  for  which  we  are  grateful. 

We  have  greatly  missed  the  Parlins  this  year  and 
liope  for  their  return  in  the  fall.  We  gravely  need  a Doctor 
in  our  midst.  The  English  Hospital  is  not  yet  reopened. 
Their  Mission  is  to  determine  before  the  end  of  this  year 
whether  they  are  able  to  reopen  their  medical  work  or  not. 
A Doctor  must  be  secured  from  some  source  and  that 
quickly.  There  has  been  no  little  need  for  him  this  year 
3unong  us  missionaries,  to  say  nothing  of  all  our  students 
and  the  general  public. 

I have  had  to  spend  considerable  time  this  year  over* 
seeing  the  erection  of  our  new  Mission  residence.  It  will 
t)e  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  it  makes 
quite  an  addition  to  our  group  of  buildings.  It  is  a com- 
fortable and  pleasant  home  which  was  badly  needed. 

At  Chiah-tsui  on  the  Teliwa  District  the  brethren 
Iiave  built  a new  school  building  with  no  Centenary  aid 
whatever.  They  are  exceedingly  anxious  to  provide  a 
Higher  Primary  School  to  which  may  go  our  Lower  Primary 
graduates.  This  circuit  is  providing  the  building  and  is 
earnestly  pleading  for  help  next  year  with  which  to  open 
the  new  school.  It  is  not  yet  certain  that  this  help  can  be 
given. 

Our  Chinese  leaders  are  all  strongly  urging  the 
opening  of  a High  School  at  Yungehun  City,  and  indeed 
this  should  b * done.  We  have  no  means  now  of  conserving 
much  of  the  output  of  our  Higher  Primary  Schools.  Many 
of  the  graduates  go  off  to  the  Government  schools  where 
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they  soon  become  indifferent  to  Cbristiauity  and  are  sooi* 
lost  to  the  church.  A High  School  is  a necessity  for  us  in 
the  building  up  of  a corps  of  trained  workers. 

We  are  hoping  that  next  year  the  Western  End  of 
the  Hinghwa  Conference  can  be  set  off  as  a Mission  Con- 
ference in  accordance  with  the  Enabling  Act  granted  us  by 
the  last  General  Conference.  We  feel  sure  that  growth 
and  more  rapid  development  will  result  in  this  field  if  we 
can  become  established  as  a Mission  Conference. 

Report  of  the  Tatien  District. 

De  Hing  Ung. 

This  year  has  fled  away  like  the  water  in  a rapidly- 
running  stream.  I am  scarcely  able  to  realize  that  another 
year  of  my  appointment  to  this  District  is  completed.  It 
lias  been  only  by  the  help  of  the  Almighty,  and  the  assistance 
of  my  fellow  workers  that  I have  been  able  to  administer 
the  responsibilities  of  my  office.  I am  grateful  to  know 
that  we  have  made  some  progress. 

General  Conditions. 

We  do  not  need  to  remind  ourselves  that  the  bandits,, 
like  the  poor,  are  always  with  us.  Tributes  laid  by  these 
robbers,  together  with  taxes  collected  by  the  Northern 
soldiers  stationed  amongst  us  have  made  heavy  finnanciai 
burdens  for  our  people.  Then  too,  the  sufferings  caused 
the  poor  people  by  the  merciless  ravages  of  the  bandits 
makes  a story  too  long  and  grievous  to  be  told  here.  In 
spite  of  all  these  conditions,  we  have  kept  our  churches  all 
open,  our  day  schools  in  operation,  and  in  addition  have 
opened  several  night  schools  and  several  new  preaching 
places.  Some  little  progress  has  been  made  in  all  the  work. 

Evangelistic  Campaigns. 

The  special  evangelistic  work  this  year  has  been 
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pushed  as  much  as  local  conditions  and  the  dearth  of  suit, 
able  workers  has  permited  us.  Meetings  have  been  held  at 
seven  different  centers,  with  evening  sessions  of  preaching, 
victrola  music  as  an  attraction  and  the  magic  lantern  as  a 
a teaching  instrument.  During  the  day  groups  of  preachers 
went  out  into  the  crowded  markets  and  into  the  homes  and 
villages  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  whoever  would  listen. 
Much  seed  has  been  sown  in  this  way,  and  we  have  faith  to 
believe  that  His  word  will  not  return  unto  Him  void. 

Chapel  Building. 

We  have  made  considerable  progress  this  year  in  the 
matter  of  building  new  homes  for  our  couutry  congregations. 
The  people  have  waited  long  and  anxiously  for  aid  from 
The  Centenary,  and  at  last  some  of  them,  unwilling  to  wait 
longer  for  fear  the  local  subscriptions  would  be  lost,  have 
gone  ahead  and  built  to  the  limit  of  their  resources,  trust- 
ing that  eventually  help  will  come  to  assist  in  the  completion 
of  the  small  country  chapels.  At  Khoe-a-poa  a new  chapel 
lias  been  put  up  but  is  not  yet  finished.  We  have  raised 
^1000  locally,  and  have  received  #200  from  Centenary  aid. 
At  Khoe-sia  another  chapel  and  parsonage  combined  has 
been  started.  #1400  has  been  raised  locally  and  we  have 
received  #400  Centenary  aid.  Auother  #400  is  needed  to 
complete  it.  At  Sa-kau-to  we  had  purchased  an  old  house, 
and  this  we  have  remodelled  and  rebuilt  to  provide  chapel 
and  parsonage.  This  project  is  about  completed  and  we 
have  spent  only  #850  came  from  Centenary  funds.  At  Bu- 
ieng-ca  a chapel  has  also  been  started,  but  as  yet  the  roof 
is  not  completed.  This  will  cost  #1500  when  completed, 
and  we  can  get  at  least  #1000  of  this  locally.  We  hope 
that  the  balance  can  be  secured  from  Centenary  aid,  from 
which  source  we  have  already  had  #200.  At  Sio-phu  a new^ 
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chapel  on  a very  desirable  site  has  been  started  and  is  now^ 
nearly  ready  for  occupancy.  This  also  provides  parsonage 
and  school  accommodations  thus  making  the  work  of  this- 
circuit  much  more  attractive  and  effective.  This  will  cost 
us  over  $2000  when  done,  and  thus  far  we  have  had  only 
$175  from  the  Centenary.  Tho-goan  is  one  of  our  most 
populous  circuits,  and  here  a new  chapel  of  adequate  size 
and  type  has  been  undertaken.  It  is  now  about  half  done. 
To  complete  it  will  cost  $3500.  Of  this  amount  more  than 
$2000  will  be  raised  locally.  The  Centenary  has  helped  us 
$200  thus  far  on  this  project.  The  completion  of  this  chapel 
will  give  our  church  a much  better  location  in  the  city,  and 
will  greatly  increase  the  respect  of  the  community  for  the 
church  as  an  organization.  On  several  other  circuits  re- 
pairs have  been  made  and  old  houses  bought  very  cheaply 
which  will  enable  us  soon  to  start  new  chapels  on  these 
circuits.  About  $1150  has  been  thus  spent,  all  of  it  raised 
within  the  circuits  where  spent. 

Membership. 

We  have  not  made  as  much  advance  in  membership 
this  year  as  we  had  hoped  for,  but  some  advance  has  been 
made,  we  received  this  year,  69  full  members,  113  pro- 
bationers, 192  inquirers,  and  baptized  36  children. 

Contributions. 

In  the  matter  of  contributions  we  have  also  made

I very  deeply  feel  my  inability  to  do  satisfactorily 
the  work  of  this  District  as  it  should  be  done.  I wish  here 
to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  God  and  to  all  my  fellow 
workers  for  their  assistance  and  inspiration  throughout  the 
past  year. 

Report  of  the  Tehwa  District 

Na  Geh  Ciong. 

I have  passed  another  year  as  Superintendent  of  this 
district.  I fear  I greatly  lack  wisdom  and  talent  for  this 
responsible  position,  but  by  His  grace  and  help  I have  en- 
deavored to  discharge  my  duty.  Below  is  a bri«f  summary 
of  the  work  done  this  year. 

1.  General  Survey  of  the  District:  The  Tehwa 

district  has  ten  circuits  with  thirty -six  churches.  Fifteen 
preachers  are  appointed  to  take  charge  of  these  churches 
and  on  account  of  the  financial  difficulty,  another  four 
preachers  were  paid  half  salary.  Of  course  these  four 
preachers  could  not  do  efficient  work  for  the  church  as  their 
minds  were  occupied  by  worldly  things.  The  Tehwa,  Go  Bor 
Nang  Dia  and  Au  Bang  circuits  have  made  the  greatest 
progress;  the  Nang  Ko,  Gan  Ka  and  Chia  Sui,  the  second; 
and  the  third  are  Sau-O-Eng,  Sui  Kau  and  IoDg  Hong. 
Although  the  progress  and  achievements  depend  largely  on 
the  industry  of  the  preachers,  it  also  is  affected  locally  by 
changing  conditions.  This  year  we  have  opened  four  new 
churches,  Li  Ka  of  Go  Bo  circuit,  Eong  Ka  on  Goh  Ka 
circuit,  Tung-tau  on  Niang  Ko,  and  Ga  Ling  Geh  on  Upper 
and  Lower-Eng.  Li  Ka  has  over  forty  new  inquirers  while 
Eng  Ka  has  thirty-six,  Tung  Tau  and  Ga  Ling  Goh  each 
have  over  thirty.  We  hope  that  next  year  preachers  may^ 
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be  sent  to  these  places  and  thus  all  of  these  inquirers  may 
become  church  members. 

2.  Hard  Conditions  for  the  Churches:  Last  year 

after  the  annual  conference  we  returned  to  Tehwa  and 
found  out  that  the  Northern  soldiers  had  just  been  fighting 
with  the  Southerners  in  the  Northwest  part  of  Tehwa 
County.  Since  General  Ma  Bo  Eong  disliked  the  Christian 
church,  his  followers  everywhere  had  been  mistreating  the 
church  members  and  preachers.  They  stationed  the  soldiers 
in  our  church,  destroyed  the  furniture,  and  our  wood  and 
rice,  and  compelled  the  Primary  teachers  to  carry  heavy 
loads  ot  their  ammunition,  etc.  When  they  could  not  carry, 
they  were  beaten.  Six  churches  have  been  looted  ^by  the 
Northern  soldiers  and  it  caused  a loss  of  twTo  thousand 
dollars  to  our  church.  After  the  Northern  soldiers  had 
left,  the  bandits  came  burning  houses,  causing  fear  every- 
where, and  on  the  night  of  the  nineteenth  of  April,  seized 
nineteen  persons,  men,  womeu  and  children  who  belong  to 
the  church.  Six  of  these  were  sold  and  never  heard  from 
again.  The  others  were  ransomed  for  $683.  In  other  places 
G1  persons  were  captured.  Eighteen  were  sold  and  never 
heard  from  the  other  43  were  ransomed  for  $6370.  Some 
were  tortured  to  death.  Twenty-six  houses  have  been  burned 
at  a cost  of  sixteen  thousand  dollars.  Alas!  How  long  will 
it  be  before  the  people  can  have  a peaceful  place  to  live  in? 
We*  trust  in  the  Lord  that  peace  will  soon  be  restored  to 
this  part  of  the  country. 

3.  Results  of  Evangelistic  Campaign:  As  this 

district  had  no  special  assistant  to  direct  an  evangelistic- 
band,  I myself  with  three  helpers  to  organize  one  for  this 
district.  The  work  we  have  done  may  be  classified  as 
follows.  First  we  preached  and  conducted  a series  of 
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lectures.  We  held  8 big  meetings.  Twelve  preachers 
preached  23  times.  2450  men  and  1120  women  attended 
these  meetings.  1240  people  heard  the  gospel  in  our  street 
and  cottage  preaching.  The  total  number  of  people  who 
attended  these  meetings  amounted  to  4816.  Second  we 
have  taught  the  church  people  to  read  in  Bible  Institutes. 
Every  pastor  gave  particular  attention  to  this.  We  have 
been  using  the  books  which  were  assigned  to  us  by  the 
Evangelistic  Board.  Every  Sunday  afternoon  and  evening, 
and  every  Thursday  evening,  the  meetings  are  held  by  the 
pastors  to  teach  the  people  to  read  from  the  Gospels  and 
other  books.  Two  hundred  eleven  persons  were  examined 
in  the  Probationers’  Eland  book.  In  church  member’s  Hand 
book,  190  persons  were  examined,  class  Leaders  49  were 
examined.  67  were  examined  in  the  Catechism,  35  in  re- 
peating short  prayers,  six  were  examined  in  repeating 
hynms.  In  the  gospel  of  Mark  sixty-one  were  examined. 
19  were  examined  in  the  Romanized  Primer.  Six  in  read- 
ing gospel  of  Luke.  The  total  number  of  people  who  were 
taught  to  read  and  who  took  the  examination  was  634. 
Third,  as  very  few  people  in  Tehwa  district,  could  read  the 
romanized  Bible,  we  have  opened  up  some  classes  that  they 
might  be  given  the  opportunity  to  learn  to  read.  Two 
women  coming  from  each  circuit  attended  a school  held  in 
Tehwa  City,  and  studied  two  terms.  As  a result  of  this 
work,  seven  out  of  nine  students  have  been  taught  to  read 
and  passed  their  examination. 

4.  Church  Buildings:  Churches  are  sacred  places 

where  people  can  pray  and  worship  their  Father.  This 
district  has  36  churches  of  which  eleven  are  newly  built  and 
three  are  old  houses  bought  to  be  used  for  churches,  and  the 
rest  are  in  rented  houses.  These  houses  are  small,  dirty 
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and  damp.  Last  year,  the  churches  at  Nang  Chiong,  Nia 
Ko,  Eong  Hong,  in  spite  of  the  hardship  and  poverty  have 
given  liberally  to  the  church  and  have  subscribed  about 
$2,300.  With  the  help  of  $400  from  the  Mission  board,  a 
new  chapel  building  at  Eong  Hong,  and  a chapel  has  been 
gotten  under  roof  at  Nang  Chiong.  About  $3000  m.ore 
will  be  needed  to  finish  it.  The  new. chapel  at  Nia  Ko  has 
been  about  half  finished,  because  of  lack  of  money.  This 
year,  members  of  the  Chia  Sui  Co  Boh,  Nang  Dia  and  Di 
Gam  Do  chapels  have  also  subscribed  some  money  for  build- 
ing school  houses  and  repairing  the  church  and  building  a 
parsonage.  $500  of  this  came  from  the  Mission  Board  the 
rest  wras  given  by  the  members  of  the  churches.  Over  $2500 
has  been  spent.  The  parsonage  at  Go  Boh  and  the  school 
house  at  Chia  Sui  have  just  been  gotten  under  roof.  Un- 
less help  can  be  obtained,  the  houses  cannot  be  finished. 
We  hope  that  Centenary  gifts  will  soon  come  to  help  us.

6.  Membership:  This  year  the  church  has  received 

123  people  as  full  members,  of  whom  98  were  men  and  25 
were  women,  making  a total  membership  on  the  district  of 
608,  an  increase  over  last  year  103.  We  also  received  as 
probationers,  229  persons  of  whom  185  were  men  and  41 
women.  This  makes  the  total  of  probationers  for  the 
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district  491,  an  increase  of  28.  There  were  500  new  inquirers, 
of  whom  397  were  men  and  103  women  making  a total  for 
the  district  of  1234,  an  increase  of  29.  There  were  57  child- 
ren baptized,  45  boys  and  12  girls,  making  a total  of  264 
baptized  children  on  the  district,  an  increase  of  28. 

7.  School  Work:  There  is  one  higher  primary 

school  on  the  district,  one  girls’  lower  primary  school,  and 
29  day  schools.  The  Higher  Primary  School  has  52  students 
-and  all  the  day  schools  have  636  students.  The  girls’  school 
has  58  students.  There  are  36  teachers  altogether.  The 
current  expense  is  $4194  of  which  $712  comes  from  the 
Mission  Board.  $50  from  Mr.  Hawley,  and  $20  from  Mr. 
Jett.  $3412  comes  from  the  students’  parents. 

8.  Requests;  This  district  commands  a large  area 
and  it  takes  us  about  three  or  four  days  to  walk  from  one 
end  to  the  other.  There  is  only  one  higher  primary  school 
here.  Although  the  boys  on  the  Southeast  end  of  the 
district  can  come  very  easily,  it  is  too  far  for  those  from  the 
Northwest  end  of  the  district.  We  ask  that  one  more 
higher  primary  school  be  opened  at  Chia  Sui  circuit  which: 
is  a strategic  point.  We  ask  that  a new  church  at  Tehwa 
will  soon  be  built  and  that  the  school  house  at  Chia  Sui 
circuit  also  be  built  soon,  and  that  help  be  soon  obtained 
for  all  our  churches. 

9.  Thanks:  I want  to  express  my  heart  felt  thanks 

to  Mr.  Jett  and  to  Mr.  & Mrs.  Hawley  and  to  the  District 
Superintendent  of  the  Yungchun  District,  Si  I-seng  for 
they  have  given  me  much  help  in  evangelistic  work,  district 
conference,  womens’  station  class  and  many  other  things. 
I also  want  to  thank  Mr.  Hu  and  Mr.  Li  for  their  help  to 
me  in  writing  letters  and  in  quarterly  conferences.

The  Yungchun  District. 

Si  I Seng. 

Through  the  (trace  of  God  and  by  the  assistance  of 
all  my  fellow  workers,  I have  been  able  to  finish  another 
year’s  work.  Last  year  on  my  return  from  Conference,  the 
Bishop  and  Mrs.  Keeney  were  with  us,  and  as  we  came  into 
Yungchun  we  were  met  by  several  hundred  of  our  church 
people,  students,  and  other  as  a welcome,  and  as  a thanks* 
giving  for  my  escape  from  the  dangers  of  my  seizure  of  last 
year.  The  Bishop  said  that  he  had  not  before  seen  so  large 
a reception  in  China.  The  Bishop  spent  Sunday  here  with 
us  and  gave  us  all  a message  that  stirred  our  hearts  and 
made  us  glad.  In  reference  to  my  seizure  by  the  Northen 
General,  I may  say  that  through  the  strenuous  efforts  of 
the  Bishop,  the  Consul,  Mr.  Carson  and  others,  thisGeneral 
was  finally  removed  from  Yungchun  and  Governor  Li  was 
obliged  to  re-pay  us  the  money  extorted.  This  year  while 
we  have  not  suffered  any  such  definite  distress  as  last  year, 
yet  the  church  has  lived  amidst  all  kinds  of  troubles  and 
difficulties.  Now  I wish  to  speak  more  definitely  regard 
ing  the  conditions  in  general  on  this  District. 

General  Conditions. 

While  it  is  true  that  we  have  been  this  year,  as  a 
region,  under  the  protection  of  the  Northern  troops,  yet 
their  numbers  have  been  too  few  and  their  spirit  too  weak 
to  give  much  real  protection  so  that  within  a few  miles  of 
their  barracks  people  have  been  carried  away  by  the  bandits. 
Each  village  has  organized  its  own  local  militia  for  protect- 
ion, but  this  has  also  been  inadquate,  so  that  many  families 
of  wealth  have  fled  to  the  Singapore  region  for  safety.. 
Many  of  the  poorer  folk  have  every  night  fled  to  the  mount- 
ains to  sleep,  returning  by  day  to  their  homes  and  fields^ 
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Surely  this  is  a life  of  keen  distress.  For  the  maintenance 
of  this  useless  local  militia  the  poor  people  have  been  obliged 
to  pay  more  than  $10,000  per  month  in  addition  to  their 
other  taxes.  When  Governor  Li  recently  fled  from  Foochow 
there  were  several  hundred  of  his  troops  left  here  at  Yung- 
ckun  with  no  support,  hence  they  demanded  another  $10,000 
per  month  for  their  maintenance.  Thus  the  burdens  of  the 
Yungchun  people  have  been  exceedingly  heavy.  Now  that 
the  Northern  troops  have  been  driven  out  by  the  newly  or- 
ganized Southern  Forces,  these  latter  are  demanding  the 
same  sums  as  we  paid  the  Northerners,  and  in  addition  are 
ordering  all  fields  to  be  planted  to  poppy  from  which  they 
can  derive  heavy  taxes.  Since  this  region  has  been  so  badly 
disturbed  all  the  year  it  has  been  exceedingly  difficult  to 
make  progress  in  the  work  of  the  church.  We  have  received 
the  inspirational  impetus  of  the  National  Christian  Con- 
ference in  Shanghai,  and  also  of  the  great  Student  Con- 
ference in  Peking.  On  the  other  hand  we  have  heard  un- 
enlightened persons  in  this  region  say  that  the  end  of  the 
church  had  come.  However,  they  speak  unadvisedly,  for 
the  Church  is  of  the  Lord’s  planting,  and  in  spite  of  storms 
of  wind  and  rain  the  fruit  of  His  vineyard  shall  not  be  lost. 

Our  Village  Day  Schools. 

On  the  Pi-0  circuit  we  have  maintained  10  Day 
Schools  with  321  boy  students  and  18  girls.  We  have  also 
opened  4 preparatory  Higher  Primary  classes  with  44 
students.  Night  schools  at  2 places  have  been  opened  with 
62  students.  Tuition  to  the  amount  of  $1260  has  been 
collected  on  this  circuit.  We  have  also  on  this  circuit 
opened  two  new  preaching  places,  one  at  Ga-Po-An  and  the 
other  at  Put-kang.  We  have  also  built  a new  parsonage  at 
Pi-0  city,  for  which  $1000  was  raised  locally,  the  rest  coming 
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from  Centenary  aid.  We  have  on  this  circuit  one  of  the 
best  opportunities  in  all  this  region,  but  unfortunately  as 
yet  we  have  no  suitable  chapel  building. 

On  the  Sai-hiu  circuit  we  have  10  day  schools  with 
47  girl  students  and  272  boys.  One  Higher  Primary  Clas& 
has  7 students.  Tuition  to  the  amount  of  $ 1322  has  been 
raised  on  this  circuit.  We  have  2 night  schools  with  76 
students  in  attendance.  A new  preaching  place  has  been 
opened  at  Khit-chia.  This  is  a large  and  fertile  circuit  and 
would  yield  large  returns  if  we  had  more  workers  to  put 
into  it.  Neither  a chapel  building  nor  a school  house  do 
w'e  have  on  this  entire  circuit,  much  to  the  detriment  of  the 
work  and  the  discouragement  of  the  workers. 

Four  day  schools  have  been  run  on  the  Kio-Shau-Pho 
circuit  with  85  students.  One  night  school  with  IS  students 
has  also  been  maintained  most  of  the  time.  $243  in  tuition^ 
has  been  collected.  There  has  always  been  much  opposition 
to  the  church  on  this  circuit,  and  this  year  it  has  been  even 
worse  than  previously,  but  the  pastor  lias  faithfully  kept  at 
his  post  with  good  results. 

At  Iu-Chiu  we  have  2 Day  Schools  with  69  students^ 
and  one  night  school  with  20  students.  $185  in  tuition  has 
been  paid.  Some  evil  men  at  this  place  tried  to  disrupt  our 
Day  Schools,  but  the  Magistrate  restrained  them,  so  that 
our  work  has  prospered  quite  well.  In  the  7th  month  the- 
bandits  made  a raid  on  Iu-Chiu  one  night  and  killed  two 
women  just  outside  the  chapel,  but  fortunately  the  Pastor 
and  his  family  were  all  unharmed.  We  have  this  year 
nearly  completed  a new  chapel  and  parsonage  combined  at 
this  place  and  it  was  sorely  needed.  We  still  lack  several 
hundred  dollars  with  which  to  complete  the  building,  which 
also  provides  school  room  facilities.

We  Lave  3 Day  School  on  the  OIu  circuit  with  60 
boys  and  29  girls.  One  night  school  also  enrolls  77  students. 
|270  in  tuition  has  been  collected.  During  the  8th  month 
bandits  came  to  the  chapel  and  Pd  away  10  students,  but 
due  to  the  prompt  and  efficient  action  of  the  Pastor  they 
were  later  released  and  restored  to  their  parents. 

At  Chhim-Tsui-Tan  we  maintain  2 Day  Schools  with 
16  boys  and  52  girls.  One  night  school  also  has  49  students. 
Tuition  here  has  amounted  to  only  $80  as  most  of  the 
students  are  girls,  and  the  parents  will  always  pay  more  for 
their  boys  than  for  the  girls.  Our  finest  opportunity  on 
this  circuit,  however,  lies  with  these  same  girl  students, 
which  gives  us  the  opportunity  of  bringing  them  into  the 
church  for  instruction,  and  later  for  membership.  The 
congregation  here  has  subscribed  toward  the  erection  of  a 
new  chapel  and  school  building,  but  as  yet  it  has  not  come 
to  fruition. 

Three  Day  Schools  on  the  Tsui-Bo-Oa  circuit  provide 
schooling  for  the  90  students  enrolled  there,  and  also  one 
night  school  cares  for  30  more.  This  is  a prosperous  circuit 
and  is  entirely  self-supporting.  The  new  chapel  and  parson- 
age here  are  still  uncompleted,  lacking  several  hundred 
dollars  to  finish  them. 

On  the  Yungchun  City  circuit  we  have  6 Boys’  Day 
Schools  with  170  students,  and  one  Girls’  Day  School  with 
60  girls.  We  also  have  2 Boys’  Higher  Primary  Schools 
with  a total  of  60  boys,  and  one  Girls’  Higher  Primary 
School  with  15  girls.  We  have  had  one  night  school  with 
30  students.  Tuition  to  the  amount  of  $1350  has  been  paid 
in  from  these  various  schools.  There  has  been  opened  a new 
preaching  point  of  this  circuit  Tan-tsng  with  every  prospect 
of  a flourishing  development  there.  The  Yungchun  City 
circuit  is  entirely  self-supporting. 
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Evengelistic  Campaigns. 

On  account  of  bandit  and  military  disturbances  all 
through  the  year,  the  special  Evangelistic  work  has  been 
sadly  hampered.  We  have  thought  best  to  do  whatever 
was  possible  along  this  line  in  the  night  schools  and  special 
meetings  for  the  children.  The  night  schools  have  been  a 
fruitful  field,  for  there  we  get  in  touch  with  many  children 
who  otherwise  would  not  be  reached,  and  many  of  these 
have  already  come  into  the  church  as  probationers.  We 
believe  that  our  efforts  along  there  lines  will  result  in  much 
good  to  the  Kingdom. 

Membership. 

Regarding  the  growth  of  membership  I may  say  that 
in  this  unsettled  region  where  trouble  seems  never  to  end, 
most  of  the  evil  men  become  bandits  and  soldiers,  and  the 
good  men  run  away  to  escape  the  former,  so  that  it  is  very 
hard  for  our  pastors  to  attain  to  the  Centenary  goals  set  by 
the  Conference.  The  table  below  will  show  the  results  of 
year’s  week.

Collections. 

Taxes,  legitimate  and  illegitimate,  taxes  for  soldiers, 
taxes  for  roads,  taxes  for  bandits  and  taxes  for  officials  of 
all  grades  and  degrees  of  avariciousness  have  this  year 
drained  our  people  dry  of  resources,  so  much  so  that  many 
of  them  have  scarcely  enough  left  to  eat.  As  a result  it 
has  been  impossible  for  us  to  reach  the  goals  set  by  the 
Centenary.  The  table  below  shows  what  has  been  given  on 
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this  District  this  year  for  all  purposes.

Our  Needs: 


1.  Our  most  pressing  need  is  for  a Hospital  with  a 
foreign  doctor.  The  English  Presbyterian  Hospital  has 
been  closed  now  for  more  than  five  years,  and  it  looks  as 
though  it  might  stay  closed  a long  time  more. 

2.  We  need  also  an  Institutional  Church  in  which 
we  can  carry  on  different  kinds  of  church  activities  and 
thus  reach  a wider  circle  of  people  in  the  community. 

3.  Previously  we  had  opened  a little  Printing  Press 
here,  but  the  two  young  men  operating  it  were  tragically 
killed,  and  since  then  we  have  aot  been  able  to  reopen.  We 
need  help  here  in  order  to  give  our  work  the  assistance  it 
required  along  this  line. 

4.  A High  School  should  be  opened  here  at  once  ta 
conserve  the  output  of  our  Higher  Primary  Schools.  We 
are  now  losing  about  two-thirds  of  these  graduates  as  they 
go  off  to  non-Christian  schools  and  are  soon  lost  to  the 
church. 
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5.  We  also  need  a Normal  School  in  which  to  train 
the  many  Day  School  teachers  needed  all  over  this  region. 

6.  A woman’s  School  in  which  to  train  our  future 
Bible  women  is  of  prime  inportance,  as  we  have  practically 
no  Bible  women  and  no  means  of  training  any.  A start  this 
year  has  been  made  in  this  direction,  as  Mrs.  Hawley  has 
had  a class  of  about  ten  women  studying  all  the  year. 

7.  Never  before  have  we  had  such  rare  opportunities 
to  make  the  church  felt  in  the  lives  of  the  people  as  we  now 
have  in  the  Day  School  work.  The  people  of  this  region 
are  awakening  to  the  value  of  education  for  their  girls  as 
well  as  for  their  boys.  The  Church  should  make  it  possible 
to  establish  more  Day  Schools  and  to  strengthen  the  ones 
wre  have.  We  have  practically  no  equipment  worthy  the 
name  but  we  are  caring  for  over  1600  students. 

We  earnestly  plead  for  the  above  items  for  our  work. 
We  also  ask  for  the  return  of  Mr.  Parlin  next  year  and  the 
sending  to  us  of  a Doctor  for  the  medical  work. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  Yungchun  Church  this  year 
has  been  like  a sick  man,  yet  we  have  received  good  medicine 
in  the  help  of  the  Bishop,  the  Missionaries  and  the  Pastors. 
Even  yet  our  body  is  not  strong,  though  we  believe  the 
danger  of  the  disease  is  past.  We  still  need  careful  nursing 
and  cherishing,  and  we  hope  soon  to  recover  our  full  vigor 
and  health.  We  have  been  unable  to  meet  all  the  Centenary 
goals  set  for  us,  for  which  we  are  sorry,  but  we  give  gratitude 
to  God  for  blessings  received  and  for  hopes  cherished. 

Standing  Committees. 

Board  of  Education. 

The  work  of  the  Board  of  Education  has  been  largely 
that  of  carrying  out  plans  that  were  put  into  operation  last 
year.  We  submit  the  following  report. 
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The  uniform  examinations  have  been  continued.  In 
addition  last  Juue,  the  Upper  Primary  graduates  met  in 
Hinghwa  for  their  final  examinations.  On  the  following 
Sunday,  Baccalaurate  services  were  held,  at  which  time, 
the  diplomas,  granted  by  the  board  of  Education,  - were 
presented  to  the  principals  of  the  several  schools  participat- 
ing. 

Following  the  action  taken  by  the  board  last  year, 
Junior  High  Schools  have  been  established  in  two  centers, 
Sienyu  and  Yellowstone.  This  helps  to  relieve  the  student 
situation  in  the  city  of  Hinghwa,  and  at  the  same  time  it 
stands  for  progress  in  the  outlying  districts. 

Much  help  as  well  as  enjoyment  was  derived  from 
the  Institute  held  in  September  for  the  upper  Primary 
teachers,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
Owing  to  floods,  all  the  teachers  were  unable  to  attend,  but 
those  who  “braved  the  wind  and  water”  felt  more  than  re- 
paid for  their  efforts.  The  two  days  program,  consisting 
of  interesting  talks  and  discussions  on  subjects  of  vital  in- 
terest to  those  engaged  in  teaching,  was  voted  a success. 
At  this  meeting,  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Institute 
with  request  that  it  be  acted  on  by  the  Education  Board, 
requesting  that  there  be  an  annual  Institute. 

The  committee  on  the  course  of  study  for  the  Lower 
Primary  had  several  suggestions  and  changes  for  the  course. 
As  they  had  not  been  fully  worked  out,  the  committee  was 
given  full  power  to  change  the  course  as  necessary  during 
the  year. 

The  school  inspectors  for  the  different  districts  are 
to  make  reports  quarterly  to  the  district  board  and  also  to 
the  quarterly  conference.  The  day  school  teachers  are  also 
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to  make  reports  at  the  quarterly  meetings  on  the  circuit  in 
which  they  reside. 

Because  of  the  local  conditions,  it  was  decided  that 
all  Lower  Primary  schools  have  ten  weeks  of  vacation 
during  the  year,  while  the  vacation  of  the  Upper  primary 
schools,  the  Guthrie  Memorial  high  school  and  the  Hinghwa 
Biblical  school  be  twelve  weeks  for  the  year.  It  was  also 
decided  that  all  Upper  Primary  schools  not  directly  super- 
vised by  missionaries  as  Hinghwa,  Sienyu,  Yellowstone  and 
Yungchun,  are  to  be  governed  by  the  district  board  of  the 
district  in  which  they  reside. 

Epworth  Leagues 

To  raise  the  spiritual  standards  of  the  young  people 
of  our  church,  it  is  our  duty  to  provide  means  for  the  pro- 
motion of  their  welfare.  The  organization  of  Epworth 
Leagues  is  an  effective  method  for  doing  this.  We  re- 
commend : 

That  a chapter  be  organized  in  Each  Day  Schcol  to 
develop  the  pupils  in  morality. 

That  each  preacher  promote  the  organization  of  the 
League  on  his  charge. 

That  the  pastors  on  the  circuits  be  directors  of  the 
League. 

That  in  organized  chapters  the  members  of  the 
League  should  select  Tsorne  members  to  give  addresses  on  the 
Epworth  League  topics  and  that  a special  meeting  be  held 
once  a month. 

That  the  presidents  of  the  League  report  at  each 
(Quarterly  Conference. 

That  the  District  Saperintendents,  when  presiding  at 
the  first  Quarterly  Conference,  take  special  care  to  inquire 
into  the  condition  of  the  League,  to  urge  organization  where 
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no  chapter  exists,  and  to  urge  those  organized  to  make  some 
progress. 

That  the  missionaries  buy  Epworth  League  hand 
hooks  and  literature  and  distribute  to  all  the  churches. 

That  the  leaders  of' the  League  exhort  young  people 
to  join  the  League  willingly,  but  not  to  force  them. 

The  excuse  made  by  most  churches  that  have  started 
the  League  is  the  lack  of  able  leaders.  We  recommend  that 
the  original  rules  of  the  League  be  changed  a little,  to  suit 
such  cases,  so  that  no  excuse  can  be  made  hereafter.

Sabbath  Observance. 

The  Sabbath  furnishes  special  opportunity  for  us  to 
rest  and  to  have  spiritual  communion  with  God.  After  wo 
have  been  busily  engaged  in  our  secular  work  during  the 
six  week  days,  our  body  needs  rest  and  our  soul  needs  food. 
Therefore  it  is  wise  for  us  to  observe  the  Sabbath  strictly* 
for  then  our  work,  our  bodies  as  well  as  our  souls,  will  be 
in  good  order.  So  we  submit  the  following  recommend- 
ations : 

1.  Preachers  should  earnestly  exhort  all  members- 
together  with  their  families  to  observe  the  Sabbath. 

2.  Each  preacher  should  keep  a record  of  Sabbath 
observers  and  report  to  the  District  Superintendent  at  each 
Quarterly  Conference. 

3.  Any  church  member  that  does  not  observe 
Sabbath  should  be  earnestly  exhorted  by  the  preacher. 

4.  As  the  Sabbath  furnishes  good  oppottunity  for 
spiritual  communion  each  Christian  should  bring  his  Bible 
and  hymnal  with  him  to  the  church  service  so  that  all  may 
read  and  sing  together  and  enter  into  the  spirit  of  worship. 

5.  Every  Sunday  each  Christian  should  be  fed  with 
the  Truth.  Preachers  should  consider  each  church  service 
as  a failure  if  it  does  not  feed  the  people.  A good  sermon*^, 
therefore,  should  be  prepared  for  each  Sunday. 

6.  In  order  that  the  members  may  observe  the 
Sabbath  strictly,  each  preacher  together  with  the  class 
leaders  and  some  zealous  members,  should  hold  a prayer 
meeting  in  the  church  every  Sunday  afternoon  and  then  set 
out  to  explain  to  the  members  the  importance  of  observing 
the  Sabbath. 
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7.  Faithful  class  leaders  and  zealous  members  should 
be  selected  to  warmly  receive  all  that  come  to  the  church. 

8.  Large  pictures  should  be  given  as  prizes  to  those 
church  members  that  observe  the  Sabbath  strictly  and  help 
the  preacher  spread  the  Gospel  zealously. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Self  Support. 

1.  On  every  circuit,  the  collections,  including  pastoral 
support  and  Home  Missions,  shall  be  divided  on  the  ratio 
of  one,  three  and  six.  One  tenth  is  to  go  the  Conference 
Home  Missionary  Society,  three  tenths  to  the  District  Home 
Missionary  Society,  and  six  tenths  to  Pastoral  Support. 
This  schedule  is  to  be  based  upon  the  amount  of  giving  for 
the  past  year.  No  decrease  upon  that  amount  should  be 
be  allowed  any  circuit. 

2.  The  Scale  of  the  District  Superintendent’s  salary 
shall  be  as  follows :

3.  On  any  circuit  where  one  half  of  the  collections  is 
sufficient  to  meet  the  salary  budget  of  the  said  circuit  it  be- 
comes a self-supporting  church  of  the  first  grade,  three 
tenths  of  their  collections  going  to  the  District  Missionary 
Society  and  two  tenths  to  the  Conference  Home  Missionary 
Society.  The  scale  of  salaries  shall  be  as  follows:

7.  The  salaries  of  the  vice-principals  of  the  Guthrie 
Memorial  High  School,  Hinghwa  Biblical  School,  Sienyu 
City  Boys’  School  and  the  Rebecca  McCabe  Orphanage 
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shall  for  the  present  be  paid  according  to  the  second  scale 
of  salaries.  If  however  any  of  these  circuits  reach  first 
grade  the  vice-principal  of  the  above  institutions  residing  on 
that  circuit  shall  also  be  paid  according  to  the  first  grade. 

8.  Pastoral  support  and  Home  Mission  subscriptions 
must  total  at  least  to  given  the  previous  year.  The  Mission* 
ary  Society  will  not  be  responsible  for  making  up  any  short- 
ages whatsoever  unless  for  very  special  reasons  and  only 
then  when  approved  by  the  Evangelistic  Board.  In  the 
matter  of  increase  in  salary  consequent  on  changing  to  the 
scale  of  salaries  noted  above,  the  Missionary  Society  will 
meet  half  of  the  increase,  the  other  half  to  come  from  in- 
crease of  subscriptions  on  circuits.  In  case  a circuit  fails 
to  make  the  additional  increase,  the  pastor  may  not  consider 
the  circuit  indebted  to  him, 

9.  If  the  preacher  under  regular  appointment  sends 
to  school  all  of  his  children  of  seven  years  or  over,  he  may 
receive  an  extra  allowance  of  $.50  for  each  of  them.  If 
there  is  not  a mission  school  he  may  send  his  children  to  a 
government  or  other  school,  the  allowance  being  the  same. 
If  he  sends  them  away  from  home  to  a boarding  school  the 
allowance  for  each  of  the  sons  may  be  $1.00.  If  the  daugh- 
ters after  graduation  from  the  Girls*  Boarding  School  go  to 
study  in  the  Woman’s  College  in  Foochow,  the  allowance 
for  each  may  also  be  $1.00.  If  the  daughters  are  self- 
supporting  in  a boarding  school,  the  allowance  shall  be 
$1.00  too.  If  they  enter  the  government  school,  there  shall 
be  no  extra  allowance.  The  money  shall  be  paid  at  the  end 
of  each  quarter  after  the  District  Superindendent  has  duly 
investigated  each  case.  If  the  child  goes  to  a government 
or  private  school,  the  District  Superintendent  must  examine 
them.  Children  of  preachers  should  subscribe  wherever 
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they  attend  school.  Rule  for  children’s  allowance  or  salary 
do  not  apply  to  married  children. 

10.  The  salaries  shall  be  paid  according  to  foreign 
calendar  and  in  big  dollars  or  the  equivalent. 

11.  Receipt  blanks  for  church  subscriptions  are  to  be 
printed  at  the  Mission  Press  and  kept  in  the  custody  of  the 
Manager  of  the  Press  who  may  deliver  to  the  District 
Superintendent  as  needed.  The  District  Superintendent 
after  signing  and  numbering  them  gives  them  out  to  the 
pastors.  When  the  receipts  have  been  given  cut  by  the 
pastors,  the  book  containing  the  stubs  must  be  returned  to 
the  superintendent  to  be  checked  up.  Books  of  blank  re- 
ceipts are  not  to  be  retained  by  the  pastor  from  year  to  year. 
The  bill  for  printing  these  receipts  will  be  met  by  the  Home 
Missionary  Society.  Workers  must  report  all  subscriptions 
given  them.  Should  anyone  be  found  receiving  money  with- 
out making  the  proper  report,  he  shall  be  subject  to  an  in- 
vestigation and  punishment  at  the  hands  of  the  Annual 
Conference. 

12.  The  Annual  Conference  permits  its  members 
whose  wives  have  passed  the  age  of  tnirty  without  children 
either  male  or  female,  to  adopt  one  child  whose  support 
may  be  claimed  as  for  an  own  child.  But  should  children 
be  born  later,  the  support  shall  be  transferred  from  the 
adopted  child  to  these. 

13.  Junior  preachers  shall  not  be  sent  to  circuits 
where  liberal  subscriptions  are  not  made  to  Pastoral  Support 
and  Home  Missions. 

14.  Office  bearers  receiving  wages  from  the  church 
should  give  a tenth  of  their  wages  to  support  the  church. 
If  there  are  those  who  are  not  giving  liberally,  the  District 
Superintendent  and  circuit  pastors  should  exhort  them. 
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15.  Subscriptions  for  the  various  classes  of  church 
benevolences  must  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  and  should 
be  reported.  No  money  subscribed  for  one  purpose  may  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose.  After  the  District  Conference 
each  pastor  and  junior  preacher  who  wTorks  at  a separate 
station  shall  prepare  a list  showing  the  subscriptions  of  his 
church  members  and  post  it  in  an  conspicuous  place  in  his 
church. 

16.  Those  preachers  appointed  to  the  farthest  points 
in  the  district  of  Yungchun,  Tehwa  and  Tatien  where  living 
expenses  are  very  high  shall  be  allowed  an  addition  of 
twenty  per  cent  on  the  above  scale.  But  if  the  said  districts 
be  his  native  region,  he  shall  be  allowed  an  addition  of  ten 
per  cent  on  the  above  rates.  The  preachers  of  Nang  Cih  and 
Bi  Ciu  shall  also  be  allowed  an  addition  of  ten  per  cent  on 
the  above  rates. 

17.  If  any  preacher  or  his  wife  for  an  unavoidable 
reason  must  leave  the  circuit,  the  District  Superintendent 
must  be  previous  notified.  If  they  leave  without  notice,  the 
District  Superintendent  must  take  account  of  the  time  and 
withhold  salary  accordingly. 

18.  Preachers  must  not  engage  in  business  for  them- 
selves as  doctoring,  vaccinating,  buying  curios,  or  any  other 
form  of  business.  If  they  engage  in  such  business  whether 
members  or  supplies,  they  shall  be  investigated  and  punished 
^by  the  Annual  Conference  and  District  superintendents. 

19.  Preachers  may  not  draw  salary  for  children  born 
to  them  during  their  student  days.  This  rule  shall  be 
effective  beginning  with  the  year  1916. 

20.  We  ask  that  every  preacher  compare  the  amount 
given  for  pastoral  support  with  the  salary  budget  and  exhort 
the  members  to  give  liberally.  If  it  is  sufficient  to  become 
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self-supporting,  still  an  advance  should  be  made.  We  should 
not  get  lazy  because  we  are  self-supporting.  Those  which 
have  not  yet  become  self-supporting  should  not  stop  because 
it  is  difficult  but  must  strive  all  the  more  until  they  arrive 
at  the  mark  of  independence. 

20.  Elders  holding  diplomas  from  both  the  High 
School  and  Biblical  School  are  entitled  to  an  additional  |2 
per  month. 

22.  Beginning  with  the  year  1923  preachers  entering 
the  Biblical  school  after  finishing  the  complete  four  years' 
high  school  course  and  then  becoming  graduates  of  the 
Biblical  School  after  three  years  studying  shall  be  entitled 
to  an  additional  $4  per  month  and  those  graduates  of  the 
combination  course  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  $2  per 
month  over  the  above  scale  of  salaries. 

23.  Preachers  holding  diplomas  from  both  the  Hing- 
hwa  Biblical  School  and  the  Nanking  Theological  Seminary 
are  entitled  to  an  increase  of  $10  per  month  over  the  above 
scale  of  salaries.  But  the  grade  of  salary  of  those  appoint- 
ed as  teachers  and  those  going  to  Nanking  without  per- 
mission of  the  Evangelistic  Board  will  be  determined  by 
the  Finance  Committee.  Funds  borrowed  from  the  church 
to  secure  this  additional  schooling  must  be  paid  back  at  the 
rate  of  $5  per  month  until  paid  in  full. 

24.  There  shall  be  no  special  or  extra  allowance  to 
preachers  over  the  above  scale. 

25.  When  a preacher  dies  during  the  year,  his  family 
shall  receive  salary  for  six  months  after  which  they  shall  be 
on  the  Preacher’s  Aid  fund  providing  the  preacher  was  a 
member  of  the  Conference. 
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State  of  the  Church. 

We  recommend 

1.  That  Dispensaries  be  established  at  Gang-kau, 
Kio-sauk,  Yungchun,  Tehwa,  Tatien,  Hong-deng,  Sauh-bo, 
and  Hing-tai,  and  that  a women’s  hospital  be  established  at 
Binghai. 

2.  That  a book  store  be  opened  at  each  District  center 
with  a grant  of  $200  to  capital.  The  District  Colporteur 
will  secure  his  supplies  from  the  District  store  and  his 
salary  will  be  paid  there. 

3.  That  grammar  schools  be  opened  at  Tatien  and 
Do-boi,  and  that  monitors  be  appointed  to  these  two  places. 
Also  monitors  be  appointed  to  the  Cu-ching,  Eh-hing  and 
Diang-sih  schools  on  the  Sienyu  East  District. 

4.  That  the  four  circuits  in  the  Hingtai  region  be 
considered  the  Conference  special  Home  Mission  field  and 
that  an  elder  be  appointed  there  to  give  special  supervision 
to  that  work. 

5.  That  institutional  churches  be  opened  at  Yung, 
ekun  City,  Sienyu  City,  Hankong  and  Ng  Sauk. 

6.  That  the  Women’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
appoint  ladies  to  reside  at  Ng-sauh  and  Kio-sauh  for  the 
supervision  of  work  for  women,  and  for  the  opening  of 
Station  classes  there. 

7.  That  a Church  Inn  be  established  at  Ng-sauh. 

8.  That  a large  Church  Inn  be  built  in  Hinghwa 
City  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  Annual  Conference 
gatherings. 

9.  Those  taking  the  examinations  at  the  District 
Conference  with  exception  of  the  students  of  the  Biblical  or 
High  School,  should  not  be  permitted  to  take  two  years’ 
examinations  at  the  same  session. 
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10.  Our  members  must  follow  the  rules  laid  down  in 
tlie  Discipline.  They  must  not  attend  theaters.  The  thea- 
tricals are  of  no  benefit.  They  belong  to  superstition.  Our 
church  has  nothing  to  do  with  them  and  does  not  subscribe 
money  for  holding  the  public  theaters,  therefore  it  is  not 
fitting  that  we  should  go  to  them.  Preachers,  Bible  women 
and  teachers  under  the  employment  of  the  church,  together 
with  their  families,  must  not  attend  theaters  so  that  they 
may  be  an  example  to  the  members. 

11.  Preachers  under  appointment  and  the  students 
of  Biblical  Schools  should  not  be  permitted  to  take  part  in 
public  plays  having  the  appearance  of  theatricals. 

12.  Each  District  shall  organize  a Board  to  consider 
the  cases  of  members  involved  in  litigation.  Without  the 
permission  of  this  Board  no  preacher  shall  take  the  cause 
of  a member  to  the  yamen. 

13.  When  preachers  undertake  business  for  the 
members  and  money  passes  through  their  hands,  they  must 
write  a statement  showing  how  it  was  used  and  present  this 
statement  to  the  Missionary  and  the  District  Superintendent, 
if  money  passes  through  the  hands  of  the  District  Superin- 
tendent he  must  make  a statement  of  it  to  the  Missionary. 
These  statements  should  also  pass  the  District  Boards. 

14.  We  recommend  that  two  lady  missionaries  be 
sent  to  Teliwa,  one  for  the  W'omen’s  Bible  Training  School 
and  one  to  direct  the  Evangelistic  work  for  Wromen  on  the 
District. 

15.  The  tax  for  the  Church  Inn  shall  be  the  same  as 
heretofore;  Putien  Districts  $ 12  each,  Sienyu  Districts  fit) 
each. 

16.  That  the  District  Colporteur  should  live  at  each 
• District  center  in  order  that  he  may  always  be  ready  for 
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the  District  Superintendents  command  and  that  the  District 
Superintendents  give  him  a signed  order  enabling  him  to 
draw  his  salary. 

17.  That  a foreign  doctor  be  sent  to  the  Richmond 
Methodist  Hospital,  Hankong. 

18.  That  building  for  a district  headquarters  be 
erected  at  Kio-sauh. 

19.  That  blank  books  of  improved  form  be  printed 
and  given,  one  to  each  preacher,  so  that  they  may  make  a 
record  of  their  work  in  such  a way  that  it  may  be  known 
at  a glance  at  each  quarterly  Conference. 

20.  All  preachers,  teachers  and  other  workers  under 
the  employment  of  the  church  must  strictly  follow  the  rules 
laid  down  in  the  Discipline  and  must  not  keep  slave  girls. 
Should  any  one  already  have  one  or  more  they  should  be 
sent  to  school  and  treated  as  his  own  children,  or  to  the 
Orphanage  in  case  they  cannot  afford  to  support  them. 

21.  All  church  members  must  also  follow  the  rules 
laid  down  in  the  Discipline  and  must  not  keep  slave  girls. 
Any  one  breaking  the  rule  should  be  earnestly  exhorted  till 
he  is  willing  to  follow. 

22.  Conference  members  and  church  members  must 
not  have  their  children  married  to  non-Christians.  Should 
any  one  under  appointment  do  so,  he  shall  be  dismissed. 

23.  Preachers  that  are  widowers  shall  not  be  “married 
in,”  after  1923. 

24.  Preachers  already  “married  in”  shall  not  break 
their  former  stipulation.  Women  who  do  so  shall  be  dis- 
missed from  employment. 

25.  Marriage  Certificates  have  been  printed  and 
should  be  regularly  used,  hereafter. 
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26.  In  performing  marriages,  pastors  should  observe 
the  following  procedure. 

1.  All  church  members  who  request  a pastor  to 
perform  the  marriage  cermony  should  inform  the  pastor  at 
least  one  month  before  the  marriage. 

2.  Families  having  requested  a pastor  to  perform 
the  marriage  ceremony  must  not  follow  non  - Christian 
marriage  traditions. 

3.  Pastors  shall  perform  the  marriage  ceremony 
only  when  those  to  be  married  are  above  eighteen. 

4.  Preachers  shall  not  perform  the  marriage  cere- 
mony unless  both  persons  to  be  married  and  their  parents, 
send  him  invitation  cards. 

5.  Before  performing  the  ceremony  pastors  should 
secure  information  in  regard  to  the  following: 

A.  Name,  address  and  age  of  the  marrying  couple 
and  whether  they  are  members,  probationers,  or  inquirers. 

B.  Name  of  parents,  and  whether  they  are  mem- 
bers, probationers,  or  inquirers. 

C.  Whether  the  bridegroom  is  being  “ married  in” 
or  not,  and  if  the  bride  was  brought  up  in  his  own  family. 
If  he  is  to  be  “married  in”,  the  paper  containing  stipula- 
tions shall  pass  the  investigation  of  the  District  Board. 

D.  Name  of  the  witness  of  the  marriage. 

E.  Dates  of  both  betrothal  and  marriage. 

F.  Whether  it  is  their  first  marriage. 

6.  District  Superintendents  or  pastors  requested  to 
perform  a marriage  ceremory  should  instruct  those  in- 
terested regarding  what  is  desirable  and  what  is  not  desir- 
able in  a Christian  wedding. 
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Stewards  Report. 

We  recommend  tliat  the  allowances  be  paid  through 
the  District  Superintendents  to  claimants  residing  on  their 
respective  Districts.  During  the  first  quarter  each  family 


receiving  aid  should  report  to  the  District  Superintendents

Educational  Reports. 

Lower  and  Higher  Primary  Schools. 

Sienyu  East  and  West  District. 

Notwithstanding  an  unfortunate  Combination  of  not 
unusual  events;  a bad  malaria  epidemic,  a political  revolu- 
tion with  complete  change  of  government,  aud  the  death  of 
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two  of  our  best  teachers,  we  have  had  a good  year  in  our 
schools.  As  a result  of  the  political  change  our  Higher 
Primary  schools  are,  with  the  possible  exception  of  two  very 
small  Anglican  and  Catholic  ones  the  only  schools  open  in 
the  whole  region.  The  Sienyu  City  school  was  between  the 
two  firing  lines  in  the  one  day  of  battle,  yet  the  boys  and 
teachers  stayed,  and  study  was  resumed  the  second  day. 
The  Hongdeng  Higher  Primary  school  was  in  a region  of 
even  more  serious  fighting  and  was  closed  for  several  weeks. 
The  other  two  Higher  Primary  schools,  Gua  Boi,  (formerly 
at  Sauh  Bo),  and  Hing  Tai  were  not  closed  during  the 
trouble  though  the  attendance  was  reduced  by  sickness  and 
fears. 

The  total  registration  in  the  38  Lower  Primary 
schools,  (including  the  Lower  Primary  departments  of  the 
four  Higher  Primary  schools)  is  almost  1,100,  while  the 
Higher  Primary  pupils  number  213.  The  Sienyu  City 
school  this  year  opened  a High  School  class  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  19. 

The  most  important  developments  this  year  have 
been  the  removal  of  the  Sauh  Bo  Higher  Primary  school  to 
Gua  Boi,  and  the  new  school  building  at  Hong-deng.  Gua- 
boi  is  the  center  of  a farming  population  of  about  10,000 
and  is  in  every  way  more  suitable  than  the  smaller  Sauh 
Bo.  At  the  time  the  Sauh  Bo  school  was  opened  Gua  Boi 
was  undesirable  because  of  a sort  of  feud  existing  between 
two  sections  of  the  town.  This  seems  to  have  been  settled 
now  and  the  school,  located  in  a private  house  loaned  to  us, 
is  as  large  as  we  can  handle. 

Hong  Deng  is  one  of  the  four  big  towns  in  the  con- 
ference. It  is  the  sea  port  of  Sienyu  county  and  is  the 
center  of  a population  of  probably  100,000.  The  new  build- 
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ing  takes  the  place  of  a temple  which  we  were  using  for  one 
section  of  our  Hong  Deng  School,  and  the  church  which 
housed  the  other.  It  will  have  thirteen  rooms,  some  of 
which  will  be  used  for  dormitory,  and  one  large  assembly 
room  will  possibly  be  used  for  the  church  services  until  we 
have  a suitable  church  building. 

We  have  several  opportunities  to  open  new  day 
schools  in  the  villages  and  our  opportunies  here  seem  limited 
only  by  the  amount  of  our  appropriation  and  the  few  good 
teachers  available.  High  school  graduates  are  scarce  and 
therefore  can  demand  higher  salaries  then  w’e  can  pay.  We 
are  compelled  to  use  men  with  only  a Higher  Primary 
school  education  in  some  places.  These  and  the  old  time 
scholars,  who  are  fast  dying  out,  are  our  main  dependence 
at  present. 

The  armed  forces  in  this  region,  both  northerners  and 
southerners,  have  been  considerate  of  our  property,  and  no 
deliberate  damage  has  been  done  to  our  schools.  For  this 
we  are  thankfull.

Binghai  Boys’  School. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  tried  in  every  way 
possible  to  improve  our  school.  We  have  introduced  some 
in  novations  and  made  some  improvements.  Above  all  we 
have  paid  attention  to  problems  of  moral  training  and  we 
believe  we  have  accomplished  something. 

At  the  beginning  of  year  Liu  Eh-cliing  was  our  Head 
Master.  He  is  a graduate  of  the  High  School  and  had  been 
an  officer  in  the  High  School  department.  He  was  both 
able  and  earnest  but  feeling  the  need  for  further  education 
he  sailed  for  America  the  latter  part  of  the  summer  and  is 
now  attending  Nebraska  Wesleyan  University.  Mr.  Dng. 
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Ming  Kiang  took  Ms  place.  He  is  a graduate  of  the  High 
School  and  also  of  Nanking  Theological  Seminary.  He  had 
had  some  experience  as  a teacher  in  the  Boys’  School  at 
Hankong.  Under  his  efficient  su  pervision  the  school  has 
had  a properous  year. 

Originally  we  had  only  three  teachers,  Ua  Gong  Ing, 
Ng  Sa  Ung,  and  Hng  Liong  Cheh  but  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Fall  term  we  had  a new  class  and  had  to  secure  an- 
other teacher  Mr.  Deng  Ceng  Ing.  I am  glad  to  report 
that  they  are  all  good  and  earnest  teachers. 

Our  school  has  both  the  Higher  and  the  Lower  Prim- 
ary departments.  The  Lower  Primary  is  divided  into  four 
classes  with  thirty  pupils.  The  Higher  Primary  has  three 
main  classes  and  one  preparatory  class.  In  this  department 
we  have  seventy  pupils.  Altogether  wTe  have  about  one 
hundred  pupils.  Last  year  we  graduated  a class,  some  of 
tv  horn  wreut  to  the  High  School  and  some  to  the  Bible 
School. 

We  have  a rented  native  house,  but  it  is  very  dark 
and  poorly  ventilated.  We  also  use  part  of  the  church  for 
class  rooms.  The  teachers  residence,  dormitory,  bathing 
rooms  and  kitchen  are  also  rented  houses.  We  are  hoping 
that  our  new  school  building  can  be  built  this  year  so  that 
every  thing  will  be  convenient. 

Diang-Sih  School,  Gua  Boi. 

Go  Teng  Ui. 

This  school  was  opened  3 years  ago  and  the  number 
of  students  has  grown  larger  and  larger  every  year.  A sum 
of  over  $300  has  been  spent  in  erecting  2 new  rooms,  re- 
pairing the  old  house,  making  a few  windows  for  the  class 
rooms  and  purchasing  some  school  furniture.  |105  came 
from  the  Mission  Board  and  f 14  from  the  members.  I 
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have  borrowed  over  $130  for  the  purpose.  But  the  dormi- 
tory is  still  crowded  and  the  church  has  still  to  be  used  as 
the  class  room.  It  has  been  planned  to  move  this  school 
to  Gua  Boi,  using  member  Sia  Meong-ho?s  new  house  as  the 
school  temporarily,  and  to  secure  funds  toward  a new 
schoolhouse.  We  hope  that  the  Mission  Board  will  assist 
us  in  the  matter. 

At  present  there  are  51  Higher  Primary  students. 
They  are  divided  into  3 classes  and  most  of  them  have  been 
diligent.  One  or  two  lazy  ones  have  been  punished  now  and 
then  and  two  that  had  broken  the  school  regulations  last 
term  were  instantly  dismissed.  Indeed  we  have  kept  good 
discipline  in  the  school.  There  are  82  lower  primary  students 
taught  in  two  places  each  of  which  has  4 classes.  All  teach- 
ers have  been  diligent  in  teaching  and  good  results  have 
been  obtained.  There  are  many  children  of  school  age  here 
and  if  the  Mission  Board  will  assist  in  building  a large 
lower  primary  schoolhouse  it  may  be  very  easy  to  have  200 
students. 

All  subjects  required  by  the  Board  of  education  are 
taught  in  the  school.  Readers,  Classics,  Mandarin,  History, 
Geography,  Science,  Ethics,  and  Composition  have  been 
taught  by  Messss  N a Iu-ing,  Sang  Do-nang  and  Deng  Au- 
siong.  English,  Arithmetic,  Bible,  Drawing,  Manual  Work, 
and  Physical  Drill  have  been  taught  by  Mr.  Geo  Ngeng-so 
who  has  also  managed  the  school  affairs.  The  lower  prim- 
ary classes  have  been  taught  by  Messrs.  Deng  Deh-heong 
and  Hng  Gob.  Na  Bi-siohg,  the  pastor  has  rendered  them 
some  help. 

Most  of  the  higher  primary  students  have  come  from 
Christian  families  and  have  been  regular  in  attending  daily 
prayer  meetings  and  Sunday  services.  They  have  also  been, 
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liberal  in  giving  and  their  subscriptions  amounted  to  $50_ 
Most  lower  primary  students  have  come  from  non-Christiam 
families.  Many  did  not  go  to  church  on  Sunday  and  did 
not  give  any  thing  for  the  church. 

Hankong  Boys’  School. 

Sang  Hah  Leng. 

I have  been  appointed  principal  of  this  Hankong: 
Boys’  School  for  three  years.  Since  1 received  this  appoint- 
ment I have  taken  great  care  to  supervise  all  kinds  of  work 
in  this  school,  besides  being  kept  busy  with  my  District 
work.  I feared  that  I might  fail  to  make  any  improve- 
ments in  the  school,  but  thank  God,  the  number  of  students 
has  increased  and  through  the  help  of  foreign  and  native 
liberal  givers,  the  new  schoolhouse  will  soon  be  finished. 
Also,  quite  a few  graduates  of  this  school  are  now  attend- 
ing either  the  Guthrie  Memorial  High  School  or  the  Biblical 
School. 

1.  Number  of  Students  : The  Higher  Primary 

students  are  divided  into  three  classes,  and  the  Lower  Prim- 
ary  students  into  four.  In  the  spring  term  the  number  of 
the  Higher  Primary  students  was  seventy  and  that  of  the 
Lower,  sixty ; but  in  the  fall  term  one  of  our  teachers  re- 
signed and  opened  a private  school  at  his  own  home,  so 
quite  a few  of  our  students  who  liked  him  left  our  school 
for  his.  Also,  some  of  the  students  left  our  school  for  some 
other  reasons  and  we  have  only  a few  more  ’than  a hundred 
at  present;  about  one  half  of  them  are  Higher  Primary 
students  and  the  other  half  the  Lower  ones.  About  three 
quarters  of  the  Lower  Primary  students  come  from  Christ- 
ian families.  Most  of  the  Higher  Primary  students  came 
from  various  villages  around  Hankong. 
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2.  Monitor  and  Teachers’  W ork  : Originally  there 

were  one  Monitor  and  four  teachers,  but  as  one  of  the 
teachers  suddenly  resigned  in  September  we  have  only  three 
teachers  now.  The  monitor  De  Hau-seong  has  worked 
faithfully  and  strict  discipline  has  been  maintained  in  the 
school.  Mr.  Ceo-geng  is  a famous  Chinese  scholar  in  Han- 
kong  and  has  given  good  instruction  to  student  in  all  subjects 
he  teaches.  Mr.  Sang  Ging-gi  is  an  experienced,  faithful, 
and  strict  teacher  and  few  of  his  students  dare  come  to 
school  without  preparing  their  lessons  well.  Mr.  Au  King- 
ling  is  a young  and  earnest  teacher,  teaching  English  and 
Arithmetic  here,  and  his  work  is  good. 

3.  The  New  Schoolhouse  : Since  the  opening  of 

this  school  both  the  teachers  and  all  students  have  been 
crowded  in  a small,  badly  lighted  and  ventilated  native 
house  with  the  dormitory,  class  rooms,  dining,  kitchen,  etc. 
adjacent  to  each  other.  They  have  suffered  much  and  have 
long  asked  for  a new  building  which  has  come  to  them  at 
last.  The  foundation  of  the  building  was  laid  some  time 
ago  and  workmen  are  busy  getting  it  under  roof.  Both 
the  schoolhouse  and  the  monitor’s  residence  are  two-story 
The  upper  story  will  be  used  the  dormitory  and  the  ground 
floor  as  class  rooms.  It  will  soon  be  finished  and  we  shall 
find  a great  change  in  the  Hankong  Boys’  School. 

I wish  to  express  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  Mrs.  \V.  N. 
Brewster  who  has  done  her  best  to  secure  the  building  fund 
asked  for  long  ago,  to  Dr.  Li  Ko-sing  who  has  been  ready 
to  minister  to  all  students  in  times  of  their  sickness,  and  to 
Rev.  Si  I Siu,  pastor  of  Hankong  circuit,  who  has  given  the 
students  good  religious  teaching  in  all  his  church  services. 

Hankong  Girls’  School 
Ma  Sui  Do. 

Last  Conference  I was  transfered  from  the  Hingliwa 
City  District  to  work  in  the  Hankong  Girls’  School.  By 
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God’s  grace  good  results  have  been  obtained.  The  one  well 
known  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  the  en 
rollment  being  over  a hundred  and  thirty,  now,  nearly  twice 
as  many  as  before.  The  students  are  divided  into  five 
classes  besides  the  kindergarten,  under  the  instruction  and 
care  of  four  teachers,  two  men  and  two  women. 

The  schoolhouse,  however,  is  too  small  for  them  and 
in  the  spring  term  the  Hankong  Church  Hostel  was  bor- 
rowed as  the  dormitory  while  this  fall  a native  house  at 
some  distance  from  the  school  was  rented  for  the  purpose. 
Now  a piece  of  ground  has  already  been  bought  and  it  is 
hoped  that  a large  dormitory  will  be  built. 

Another  drawback  is  the  lack  of  teachers.  Already 
the  work  is  too  crowded  for  the  present  staff.  How  shall 
we  do  when  we  have  one  more  higher  primary  class  next 
year?  I earnestly  ask  that  two  more  teachers  be  employed 
in  this  school  next  year. 

In  recent  years  our  people  are  becoming  more  en- 
lightened and  are  paying  more  attention  to  their  girls’ 
education.  In  order  to  meet  the  present  demand  we  ought 
to  have  a large,  w'ell  furnished  school  with  a number  of 
well-educated  teachers.  But  these  must  be  accompained  by 
a large  maintaining  fund  which  I hope  the  Mission  Board 
will  secure  for  us. 

Hardy  Training  School;  Yungchun. 

Wenona  W.  Jett. 

The  first  term  was  more  than  half  finished  when 
Rev.  Parlin  left  on  furlough,  so  that  the  whole  year’s  work 
is  really  of  his  planning.  This  fact  together  with  the 
efficiency  and  faithfulness  of  monitor,  Ng  Beng  Siong,  has 
made  the  year  a successful  one.  The  entire  burden  of 
governing  the  school  and  carrying  out  the  details  of  school 
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routine  is  borne  by  Monitor  Ng.  The  teachers  have  also 
been  efficient  in  their  subjects  and  interested  in  the  progress 
of  the  boys.  We  were  very  sorry  because  of  the  death  of 
one  of  the  teachers  during  the  summer,  and  also  that  one 
had  to  resign  because  of  ill  health.  Others  were  secured  to 
take  their  places. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  has  been  one  hun- 
dred, though  the  average  attendance  has  been  considerably 
less.  Half  of  these  are  in  the  Upper  Primary  and  half  in 
the  Lower.  The  former  are  much  the  more  regular  in 
attendance  and  diligent  in  study.  Every  Friday  night  the 
boys  gather  in  their  Y.M.C.A.,  where  they  get  practice  in 
speaking  and  in  discussion  of  their  boy  problems.  Bible 
classes  are  held  on  Sunday  mornings. 

A class  of  four  graduated  last  new  year.  Since 
then,  three  of  them  are  teaching  day  schools  in  this  district, 
and  one  is  in  business  here  in  the  city.  This  year  there  will 
be  about  seven  graduates,  most  of  whom  hope  to  continue 
study  in  Bible  School  or  High  School.  Those  who  wish  to 
go  on  to  High  School  feel  it  impossible  to  go  elsewhere  be- 
cause of  the  difficulties  of  dialect,  distance,  and  expense; 
and  they  are  very  hopeful  that  one  can  be  started  here  next 
year.  The  Y ungchun  District  Conference  this  year  urged 
the  opening  of  the  first  year  of  high  school  work  this  next 
term,  looking  forward  to  the  addition  of  the  other  three 
years  in  succession.  They  say  this  is  very  necessary  to  the 
progress  of  the  church  in  tnese  districts.  The  missionaries 
agree  fully  to  the  need,  but  do  not  know  which  way  to  look 
for  the  necessary  money,  buildings,  and  equipment  to  carry 
it  on. 

It  is  just  twenty  years  since  the  first  building  here- 
was  erected.  Since  then  they  have  been  slightly  repaired 
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from  time  to  time;  but  at  present  the  roofs  are  in  a very 
bad  condition,  and  the  floors  are  almost  worn  through  in 
some  of  the  boys’  rooms.  Not  only  is  there  need  of  repairs, 
but  also  of  a new  building  to  provide  larger  dormitory 
space  and  residence  for  teachers.  This  term  there  are  fifty 
boys  living  in  space  built  for  forty,  and  three  rooms  in  the 
recitation  building  have  to  be  used  as  bedrooms.  In  look- 
ing over  the  reports  of  former  years,  we  find  this  need  has 
been  mentioned  almost  yearly  since  1915.  Naturally,  the 
need  increases  rather  than  decreases.  It  has  been  estimated 
that  $2000  Mexican  would  cove:*  the  necessary  amount  for 
these  items,  and  we  earnestly  hope  that  it  may  be  provided 
in  the  near  future. 

There  has  been  much  sickness  the  second  term,  most- 
ly malaria.  We  are  very  grateful  to  Drs.  Sih  and  Go,  who 
have  helped  us  so  generously,  asking  no  remuneration  for 
their  services.  We  are  glad  for  the  good  spirit  that  has 
been  shown  by  both  teachers  and  students  in  making  this 
good  year.  We  are  most  thankful  that  in  spite  of  political 
disturbances  and  change  of  government  here,  the  school  has 
continued  undisturbed  and  unharmed. 

Hua  Sih  School,  Kio  Sauh. 

Dng  Seng  Ngeng. 

Kio  Sauk  is  a large  town  on  the  edge  of  Putien 
District  and  is  now  the  head-quarters  of  our  new  Kio-Sauh 
District.  It  is  a thickly  populated  place  but  most  inhabi- 
tants are  ignorant  and  wicked.  They  are  often  engaged  in 
village-fighting  and  in  robbing  or  capturing  the  passers-by 
for  ransom.  Our  church  had  long  intended  to  educate  and 
civilize  these  people  and  in  1919  an  old  pawn-shop  near  our 
church  was  bought  for  school  purpose.  Then  Rev.  Lang 
Hong  Siong  and  I did  our  best  to  persuade  the  church- 
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members  to  subscribe  a sum  of  over  |600  and  had  some 
parts  of  the  old  shop  repaired.  Other  parts  were  pulled 
down  and  two,  two-story  buildings  were  built  in  their 
place.  Another  $1000  was  afterwards  secured  for  the 
school  by  Mr.  Cole  and  Mrs.  Brewster  and  it  is  now  nicely 
finished.  But  it  still  owes  a debt  of  over  $1000. 

The  school  has  now  one  Monitor  Mr.  Na  Ming  Gi 
and  three  teachers  Deng  CJ  Dong,  Tia  Huang  Ciong  and 
Cau  Sau  Ciu.  They  all  have  had  long  experience  in  teach- 
ing and  have  been  especially  enthusiastic  in  developing  the 
minds  of  the  children  of  the  ignorant  people  here. 

Our  school  is  divided  into  three  classes  and  has  28 
students,  and  in  the  Lower  Primary  there  are  also  over  TO 
scholars.  Our  school  lacks  sufficient  money  to  engage 
enough  teachers  to  take  care  of  the  school.  We  tried  to 
make  a combination  of  some  classes  for  the  same  hour  and 
teacher,  but  this  was  very  incovenient  and  unsatisfactory. 
'Now  I want  to  ask  our  Conference-Missionaries  to  give  our 
school  the  money  from  Home  Missions  to  help  our  school 
to  have  enough  teachers  to  efficiently  teach  all  the  boys  who 
are  in  our  school.  Then,  too,  our  school  lacks  an  athletic 
field  and  play  apparatus  for  all  the  physical  development 
of  our  boys.  We  also  need  to  have  servant  for  our  school. 
If  we  do  not  have  a servant  it  will  make  it  very  inconvenient 
for  our  students  who  must  waste  their  time  in  going  out  to 
buy  things  themselves. 

The  establishment  of  our  school  was  very  much 
welcomed  by  every  body.  There  are  two  two-stories  build- 
ings which  have  ten  rooms.  We  used  the  first  floor  for 
class  rooms  and  chapel,  and  upper  stories  for  a dormitory. 
We  also  have  three  native  houses.  One  is  for  recitation 
and  the  others  are  used  for  dormitories.  Our  school  is. 
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needing  a lot  of  equipment.  We  have  no  furniture  in  the 
school  except  a few  desks  and  some  beds.  We  also  need 
some  lesson  charts  which  will  help  our  students. 

I hope  that  all  of  our  Missionaries  and  the  men  who 
are  in  the  Educational  Board  of  our  church  can  give  their 
attention  to  us,  the  Kio  Sauh  Higher  Primary,  and  gives 
us  the  money  and  make  our  school,  the  Diang  Sih,  a credit 
to  Hinghwra,  and  able  to  do  good  work  as  the  Salt  and 
Light  in  Kio  Sauh  region. 

Sienyu  Boy’s  School. 

Ua  Ung  Co,  Vice  Principal. 

The  Sienyu  Boy’s  school  has  been  open  many  years, 
and  the  work  of  the  school  is  shown  in  the  lives  of  the 
graduates,  which  anyone  can  see.  I received  charge  of  this 
school  last  year,  and  have  carefully  examined  these  record 
of  the  past  good  work  of  the  school  as  an  aid  to  our  plans 
for  the  future.  Below  in  the  situation  divided  into  several 
sections. 

1.  Past  Accomplishments. 

From  the  opening  of  the^school  until  now,  including 
the  graduates  of  last  spring,  there  have  been  eight  graduat- 
ions, the  total  number  of  pupils  graduated  being  one  hun- 
dred twenty.  Among  these  are  the  following:

2.  This  year’s  record. 

(a)  This  year  the  school  has  a registration  of  168, 
all  studying  the  prescribed  Board  of  Education  subjects. 
Of  the  class  of  17  graduated  last  summer  16  have  continued 
study  in  the  newly  opened  high  school  department.

These  figures  are  somewhat  less  than  last  year. 

Last  term  we  started  a sort  of  student’s  association, 
which  promises  to  develope  into  a valuable  organization 
for  the  boys.  At  present  it  confines  itself  to  free  discussion 
among  the  students  of  matters  connected  with  Christian 
belief,  and  affairs.  We  expect  to  branch  our  from  this  be- 
ginning to  other  subjects  which  will  inspire  the  boys  to 
study  political,  ethical,  and  social  problems. 

3.  Need*. 

We  built  80  desks  for  the  classrooms  last  term  which 
relieved  one  problem  of  ours  which  was  becoming  acute; 
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the  crowded  condition  of  the  classrooms.  But  we  still  need 
80  more  desks  to  make  our  classrooms  comfortable.  The 
long  tables  which  we  have  been  using  for  desks  are  very 
unsatisfactory,  especially  for  examinations. 

During  the  spring  term  we  had  no  place  at  all  for 
or  chapel  services.  The  pupils  had  to  stand  up  for  the 
excercises.  During  the  Summer  we  fixed  up  an  upstairs 
room  that  occupies  the  space  of  four  sleeping  rooms  for  a 
chapel.  Even  with  this  arrangement  we  have  to  hold  the 
chapel  service  iu  two  sections.  If  we  do  not  get  a larger 
chapel  room  soon  the  pupils  will  again  be  standing. 

We  are  using  a needed  classroom  for  dining  room. 
During  the  spring  term  we  used  it  for  both  dining  and 
classroom  purposes  necessitating  a change  of  funiture  every 
meal  time.  This  year  we  have  made  a little  back  room  into 
a classroom.  But  we  still  need  a dining  room. 

There  being  no  wash  room,  the  pupils  do  there  wash- 
ing out  on  the  ground  outside  the  kitchen.  This  is  one  of  * 
our  greatest  needs  as  there  is  every  encouragement  for  the 
boys  to  quit  washing  for  a day  or  two  at  a time  when  the 
weather  is  cold. 

We  need  teachers  and  instruments  for  our  High 
School  class.  We  plan  to  make  it  a Junior  Grade  high 
school,  but  we  will  need  equipment  for  a physics  and  either 
a chemistry  or  biology  labratory. 

4.  Appreciation. 

We  appreciate  the  help  of  the  following  who  aided  us 
in  some  of  our  problems  this  year,  Mrs.  Brew’ster,  Mr. 
Carson,  District  Superintendent  Go,  and  the  Sienyu  pastor 
Deng. 

We  also  thank  Dr.  Betow  and  her  assistants  for  the 
treatment  of  our  many  sick  boys  this  term. 
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Day  School  Report  OF  Hankong  District. 

Ma  Sui  Do. 

Dia  Leh  School:  In  this  school  there  are  two 

teachers,  fifty  boys  and  five  girls.  Tuition  collected  amounts 
to  $40,  subsidy  being  also  $40.  The  teachers  are  Chua 
Ding-puang  and  Na  Cang-gong, 

This  Dia-leh  village  is  very  large.  It  has  about  four 
hundred  children  that  have  to  be  schooled.  As  our  school- 
house  is  a rented  native  house  it  is  much  too  small  to  receive 
them  all.  In  fact  there  is  no  larger  house  to  be  rented  here 
though  we  may  want  to.  This  school  is  indeed  in  need  of 
a school  building.  If  there  were  one,  not  only  would  there 
be  a much  larger  body  of  primary  students  but  also  a 
grammar  school  could  be  established  there. 

It  must  be  added  that  to  work  there  is  not  an  easy 
task.  Besides  teaching  the  students  the  teachers  have  to 
persuade  the  villagers  by  all  means  to  send  their  children 
#o  school.  Many  parents  are  so  ignorant  that  they  would 
not  allow  their  children  to  study  lessons  according  to  our 
©ay  School  schedule  even  when  they  do  send  their  children 
to  our  school.  This  term  there  are  only  two  students  study- 
ing that  way  and  the  average  students  work  is  pretty  good. 
In  the  spring  there  was  plague  there,  but  thank  God  the 
school  teachers  and  students  were  not  touched. 

Dang  Deng  School  : There  are  twenty  boys  and 

four  girls  in  this  school.  Most  of  them  are  new  ones  and 
their  work  has  not  been  well-done.  Tuition  collected  amounts 
to  $30  and  subsidy  $18. 

Cu  Ching  School  of  Gang  Kau:  Students  48; 

teachers  2 ; Dau  Eng-cheong  and  Ong  Meong-ing;  tuition 
$46.5;  subsidy  $62. 

Gang-kau  is  one  of  the  big  towns  in  Hinghwa.  The 
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population  is  large  and  children  of  school  age  are  over  five 
hundred  in  number.  But  most  people  are  either  farmers 
and  fishermen  and  their  poverty  and  work  requires  the 
Children’s  help  and  often  keeps  them  from  sending  their 
young  ones  to  school,  a case  common  in  many  parts  of 
China.  Then,  too,  those  that  do  give  their  children  some 
schooling  prefer  sending  to  private  schools;  for  there  tuition 
cheaper  and  they  want  the  children  to  learn  to  read  and 
write  only,  not  the  modern  knowledge  we  are  giving.  Be- 
sides, the  church  is  now  used  for  class-rooms  and  is  too 
small  to  receive  a big  part  of  the  children  if  they  should 
come-  Should  there  be  a large  schoolhouse  the  number  of 
students  is  sure  to  increase. 

Gang  Kau  Girls’  School:  Last  year  boys  and  girls 

were  taught  in  the  same  school.  As  there  are  more  girl 
students  this  year  they  have  been  separated,  using  the 
ground  floor  of  the  parsonage  as  a class  room  and  having 
mesdames  Hong  Ga-goli  and  Sang  Siong-meong  as  teachers. 
Girls  students  are  also  taught  some  kind  of  sewing  work. 

Nia  Bing  School:  Boy  students  23,  girls  6,  tuition 

collected  $24,  subsidy  $18.  Mr.  Gua  Ung-ho  is  the  teacher. 
He  has  done  his  best  to  teach  the  students  and  therefore 
their  work  is  found  to  be  excellent,  especially  in  Bible  story- 
telling. 

Gua  Au  School  : Mr.  Deo  Meong-hing  is  the  teach- 

er of  this  school.  He  got  sore  eyes  soon  ofter  the  school 
was  opened  and  had  a friend  of  his  to  take  his  place  in 
teaching  the  students.  Naturally  his  substitute  did  not 
work  as  hard  as  himself  and  therefore  the  students’  work 
is  not  very  good. 

Au  Ng  School  : Boy  students  27,  girls  2,  tuition 

collected  $30,  subsidy  #18.  Students’  work  is  found  to  be 
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good  except  in  the  Bible  and  in  Arithmetic  which  have  not 
been  well-prepared.  Mr.  Go  Eong-cau  is  the  teacher. 

Lo  Boi  School:  Lo-boi  is  a mountainous  place  and 
most  of  the  inhabitants  are  farmers.  Our  school  has  just 
been  opened  here  tfiis  year  and  the  school  is  in  an  ancestral 
hall,  quite  large  and  well  ventilated.  Twenty-one  boys  and 
four  girls  are  studying  there.  Teacher  Na  Bing-cheng  is  a 
new  man  in  our  employment.  He  is  teaching  quite  diligent- 
ly and  seldom  grants  holidays  to  students  who  have  thus 
been  forced  to  prepare  the  lessons  well.  Tuition  collected 
amounts  to  |21  and  the  subsidy  $21.  I hope  God  will  help 
this  school  to  prosper. 

Sauh  Tui  School;  Boy  students  24,  girls  1,  tuition 
collected  $24.  The  newly  built  church  is  used  as  the  school- 
room and  teacher  Deng  Gau-ming  is  teaching  diligently  and 
and  efficiently  there.  Very  seldom  has  he  left  the  school. 
But  most  people  here  are  farmers  and  fire-wood  carriers 
and  many  children  are  kept  from  school  in  order  to  help 
their  parents  work. 

Sing  Ga  School:  In  this  place  most  men  have  gone 
to  other  places  to  earn  their  living,  leaving  women  at  home 
to  work  on  the  farm.  Church  is  not  popular  here,  and  al- 
though there  are  about  three  hundred  children  of  school 
age,  our  school  only  contains  twenty-five  boys  and  five 
girls.  Of  course,  our  sclioolkouse,  which  is  a borrowed 
ancestral  hall,  is  too  small.  I believe  if  a larger  house 
can  be  secured  this  school  is  sure  to  prosper.  Teacher 
Deng  Siu-ming  is  teaching  diligently  there  and  the  students’ 
work  is  good. 

Bi  Eh  School,  Hankong.  There  are  fifty  - one 
students  and  two  teachers  in  this  school.  Mr.  Sang  Ging- 
gi  is  an  experienced  teacher  but  his  students’  work  is  not 
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good  this  term;  for  he  teaches  classes  of  4th,  5th  and  6th 
reader  and  most  of  the  students  have  just  come  this  year 
from  villages  near  Hankong,  knowing  nothing  about  the 
Romanized  and  Arithmetic.  It  is  impossible  for  them  to 
study  according  to  courses  provided  for  them ; for  instance 
one  studying  the  fifth  or  sixth  reader  might  just  begin  to 
learn  the  Romanized  Primer  and  the  Arabic  numerals. 

Another  teacher  Na  Su-lang  teaches  classes  of  1st, 
:2nd  and  3rd  reader  Chinese  only.  His  students’  work  is 
not  good.  Most  new  ones  could  not  tell  the  Biblestories. 

Dng  Tau  School:  Teacher  Na  Bing-iong  is  teach- 

ing diligently  forty-five  boys  and  three  girls  who  have 
made  good  progress  in  their  studies  this  term.  Most  of  the 
students’  parents  are  farmers  or  tile  and  brick  makers  and 
some  of  the  students  have  been  kept  from  attending  school 
daily  by  their  parents  to  help  them  work.  The  great  draw- 
back there  is  the  lack  of  school  house  which  is  small,  dark 
^nd  badly  vantilated  is  rented  for  the  purpose  and  all  tables 
and  chairs  are  not  in  good  order.  Tuition  collected  amounts 
to  $30  and  subsidy  $18. 

Day  Schools,  Sienyu  East  District. 

Go  Teng  Ui. 

Besides  being  District  Superintendent  1 have  also 
been  the  supervisor  of  Day  Schools  on  my  district.  To- 
gether with  the  church  work  that  I had  to  do,  I have  also 
Mone  what  I could  to  persuade  the  church  people  to  send 
their  children  to  school.  I am  glad  to  report  an  increase 
Ln  the  number  of  students  this  year  and  that  the  teachers 
have  for  the  most  part  done  very  efficient  work  with  the 
children. 

There  are  three  schools  on  Ga-deng  circuit.  The 
rschool  at  Nia  Tan  has  22  boys  and  3 girls.  The  teacher  Li 
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Ga  Long  Las  worked  Lard  but  tLe  cLildren  are  not  parti- 
cularly interested  or  intellegent.  TLe  Day  scliool  at  Sauh- 
bo  has  24  boys  and  2 girls.  Both  the  teacher  Na  Iu-cliong: 
and  the  students  Lave  worked  Lard  and  good  progress  Las 
been  made  in  the  students,  work.  There  are  tw’o  day 
schools  and  one  girls"  lower  primary  school  at  Gua-boi  and 
the  students  number  about  84  boys  and  30  girls.  TLe  day 
school  teachers  Deng  Deh-heong  and  Hng-geh  have  worked 
untiringly,  and  Mrs.  Na  has  done  very  efficient  work  ii* 
the  girls’  school. 

Hau-deng  circuit  has  three  schools.  The  day  school 
at  Gan-boi  has  41  boys  and  3 girls,  under  the  instruction 
of  two  teachers  of  whom  one  is  Dau-hong.  There  are  two 
day  schools  at  Leong-tau.  One  is  near  the  church  and  has 
22  boys  and  2 girls.  The  teacher  Bu  Sing-dong  has  been 
dilligent  in  teaching  and  faithful  to  his  work.  The  other 
is  in  Au-cing  village  and  has  20  boys  and  2 girls.  Teacher 
Ng  Cong-ling  lias  had  long  experience  in  teaching  and  lias 
helped  his  students  to  make  good  progress  in  their  work. 

About  schools  on  Leng-ceo  circuit.  The  day  school 
at  O-gau  near  Hong-deng  church  has  3 teachers  with 
about  100  students.  The  day  school  at  Nia-kau  has  25  boys 
and  2 girls.  Teacher  Sia  Iu-deh  has  been  teaching  diligent- 
ly there.  The  day  school  at  O-sia  was  temporarily  closed 
because  of  the  local  trouble  there. 

Cui-gau  circuit : The  day  school  at  Cui-gau  has  24 

boys  and  3 girls.  Their  teacher,  Lui  Cong  has  done  ef- 
ficient work  there.  The  day  school  at  Cho-gau-tau  has  62 
boys.  Over  10  of  them  are  ready  for  higher  primary  school 
which  we  earnestly  hope  will  be  opened  here  next  spring. 
There  are  3 teachers  in  the  school.  Mr.  Dng  Meng  has 
been  the  assistant  preacher.  He  has  done  good  work. 
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There  is  also  a girls’  lower  primary  class  of  12  students  of 
which  Miss  Deng  Ho-ai  is  teacher.  We  hope  that  a girls’ 
school  will  soon  be  opened. 

On  Dang-hau  circuit,  the  day  school  at  O-deng  lias 
24:  boys  and  3 girls.  Teacher  Deng  Co-gu  beside  doing 
the  regular  school  work  very  efficiently,  has  also  been  in 
charge  of  the  Sunday  school  thus  giving  the  preacher  there 
much  help.  The  day  school  at  Nang-ka  has  18  boys  and  2 
girls.  Mr.  Iah  Ceo-lang  has  served  there  as  teacher  and 
assistant  preacher  and  done  very  gook  work. 

The  day  school  at  Sa-ming  of  the  Sa-ming  circuit  has 
24  boys  and  one  girl.  Teacher  Ih  Gong-geng  has  worked 
faithfully  and  efficiently.  The  day  school  at  Dua-au-bhi  on 
this  circuit  has  22  boys  and  2 girls.  The  teacher  Au  Ngeng 
lias  done  good  work.  The  school  at  Do-o-deng  has  18  students 
and  both  teacher,  Sia  Sing-ngeng  and  the  students  have 
done  good  work. 

On  the  Ciong-tang  circuit,  the  day  school  at  Sing- 
iong  has  27  boys  and  one  girl.  Teacher  Deng  Do-seong  has 
not  only  done  good  work  on  the  schoolroom,  but  has  render- 
ed the  pastor  there  much  help.  The  day  school  at  Go-ho 
lias  26  boys  and  one  girl.  Teacher  Dau  Meong-gong  has 
not  done  very  efficient  work. 

The  day  school  at  Gu-ga  on  the  circuit  of  the  same 
name  has  17  students.  Teacher  Su  Ung-seng  has  not  done 
very  efficient  work.  The  day  school  at  Ha-au  has  18  boys 
and  2 girls  and  the  teacher,  Na  Ging-ling  has  done  good 
work. 

The  day  school  at  Ho-au  on  the  Siong-hong  circuit 
has  19  boys  and  2 girls.  Teacher  Deng  Meong  has  done 
good  work.  The  day  school  at  Siong-hong  has  18  boys  and 
3 girls.  Teacher  Ceng  Dah-sang  has  done  efficient  work.

Day  Schools,  Sienyu  West  District. 

Go  Teng  Hi. 

Our  experience  in  preaching  told  us  long  ago  that  ii* 
order  to  lay  a firm  foundation  for  our  church  one  of  the 
most  important  factors  is  to  give  Christian  primary  educat- 
ion to  all  children  within  our  reach.  For  it  takes  a long 
time  to  influence  those  people  who  are  unlettered  and  whose 
heads  have  already  been  filled  with  all  kinds  of  superstition, 
even  though  a preacher  may  preach  to  them  with  great 
eloquence.  Christian  primary  education  is  therefore  the 
seed  of  Christianity  sown  in  children  and  prepares  the  first 
step  for  their  coming  to  God’s  kingdom  in  their  later  days- 
Our  Mission  has  paid  great  attention  to  this  work  and  has 
opened  many  Day  Schools  on  various  Districts.  The  con- 
dition of  the  Day  School  on  my  District  as  follows: 

1.  Sing-ciong  School  on  Leng-hua  circuit  has  twenty 
students.  The  teacher  Ng  Gih-siong  has  done  efficient 
work  there. 

2.  Bi  - sing  School  on  Do-boi  circuit  has  twenty 
students  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Ng  Goh-bing  a man 
of  good  education. 

3.  Meong*bi  School  on  Meong-su  circuit  has  thirty- 
three  students.  The  Teacher  Ong  Sing  has  done  efficient 
work.  At  the  beginning  of  this  year  three  graduates  of  this 
school  went  to  study  in  the  Sienyu  Boys’  School. 

4.  Iong-cing  School  on  Nang-hong  circuit  has  twenty- 
eight  students  and  two  teachers,  Deng  Meong-bing  and 
Deng  Gah-leng,  who  have  worked  faithfully  and  efficiently. 

5.  Gi-hang  School  on  Leng-ho-sua  circuit  has  twenty- 
three  boys  and  three  girls.  Both  the  teachers  Ng  Do-heng 
and  Na  Hi-cheong  have  worked  hard  to  maiutain  thisschooL 
and  have  taught  the  students  efficiently. 
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6.  Boi-deh  School  at  Bo-boi  has  twenty-four  students 
and  two  teachers,  Co  Ceo-gui  and  Lau  Gong-sing.  Both 
teachers  and  students  have  done  good  work. 

7.  Eh-ing  School  at  Au-ho  has  twenty-four  boys  and 
one  girl.  The  teacher  De  Hoh-sing  is  an  exhorter  and  has 
rendered  some  help  in  church  work  besides  teaching 
efficiently. 

8.  Cai-meong  School  at  Ca-tau  has  seventeen  students. 
The  teacher  Tia  Chiong-hing  has  worked  their  faithfully. 

9.  Siu-heng  School  at  O-dai  has  sixteen  boys  and 
two  girls.  The  teacher  Go  Coh-ciu  has  worked  faithfully 

and  his  students  have  passed  the  examination  with  good 
grades. 

10.  La-ci  School  at  Ili-o  has  twenty-two  boys  and 
two  girls.  The  teacher  Na  Giug-sing  is  an  exhorter  and 
has  done  some  church  work  besides  teaching  the  children. 

All  students  have  been  well  taught  and  know  their  lessons 
thoroughly. 

11.  Eh-ching  School  at  To-sua  has  twenty  students. 
The  teacher  Da  Seng-ching  has  not  done  efficient  w^ork  and 
it  is  due  to  preacher  Au  Teong-leng’s  help  that  the  school 
is  stiil  maintained  there.  The  old  teacher  is  to  be  dismissed 
and  a new  one  invited  to  this  school. 

12.  Ging-ka  School  at  Dua-au  has  sixteen  boys  and 
four  girls.  The  teacher  Ku  Goh-cioh  was  an  efficient  and 
faithful  worker  but  unfortunately  he  died  last  summer  and 
we  lost  his  service.  The  school  was  temporarily  closed 
after  his  death. 

13.  Boi-ching  School  at  Elang-ca  has  twenty -one 
students.  The  teacher  Na  Cang-deng,  an  exhorter,  did  both 
the  church  work  and  his  teaching  work  faithfully  and 
efficiently.  But  he  died  last  September  and  another  Mr. 
Na  was  soon  engages  to  take  his  place. 
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14.  The  Lower  Primary  belonging  to  Sienyu  Boys’ 
School  has  twenty-one  students.  The  teacher  Deng  Kng- 
boi  is  a well-educated  man  and  had  worked  faithfully. 

15.  Bi-cing  School  at  Dang-ca  has  nineteen  students. 
The  teacher  Da  Seng-po  has  worked  there  faithfully.  Owing 
to  the  lack  of  suitable  textbooks  the  students  did  not  take 
their  examination  in  Chinese  Reader  and  Arithmetic  last 
term  and  have  to  be  examined  again  at  the  end  of  this  term. 

10.  Boi-gi  School  at  Hai-au-boi  has  thirteen  boys  and 
four  girls.  The  teacher  Na  Beong-che  has  not  done  ef- 
ficient work.  We  plan  to  change  the  teacher  in  order  that 
the  children  can  be  well  instructed. 

Report  of  the  Guthrie  Memorial  High  School. 

Lin  Tien  Ho,  Vice-Principal. 

The  past  year  has  been  a most  fruitful  one  indeed. 
The  school  activities  in  various  ways  indicate  the  wonderful 
progress  which  we  have  made  during  the  school  year.  The 
activities  fall  into  three  groups:  student  body,  the  teaching 
staff,  and  the  general  activities. 

Yet  before  T continue  with  the  report  of  the  school 
activities,  a want  to  express  our  deepest  gratitude  to  the 
Almighty  God  for  His  blessings  and  guidance  in  helping  us 
throughout  the  year,  especially  in  the  very  difficult  time 
during  the  later  part  of  the  year  because  of  the  great  politi- 
cal unrest.  Our  High  School  is  now  recognized  by  the 
people  within  these  several  counties  as  the  most  efficient 
school  along  the  sea-coast  of  the  southern  part  of  Fnkien 
province. 

Enrollment. 

The  enrollment  of  the  student  body  in  the  various 
departments  has  reached  its  highest  point  in  the  history  of 
the  school,  still  many  qualified  applicants  have  been  turned 
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away  on  account  of  the  lack  of  room  for  accomodations 
The  total  enrollment  is  as  follows:

Isn’t  that  a wonderful  growth  of  the  student  body 
within  these  last  few  years?  The  people  far  and  near  with- 
in these  several  counties  are  shouting  out  at  this  time,  “if 
we  want  real  aducation,  send  our  children  to  the  Guthrie 
Memorial  High  School.” 

The  Principal  of  the  Government  High  School  here 
in  Hinghwa  used  to  ask  his  friends  this  question,  “why  do 
you  Wish  to  send  your  children  to  my  school  instead  of  to 
church  school?”  He  now  testifies  to  the  fact  that  his  school 
is  very  much  inferior  in  its  education  to  our  school. 

With  the  wonderful  growth  of  public  confidence  in 
our  school  and  the  sudden  and  great  increase  in  the  student 
body  we  are  now  puzzled  and  perplexed  as  to  how  to  cope 
with  the  cramed  and  small  class  rooms  and  dormitory 
quarters.  The  attendance  in  our  Efigh  School  alone  shows 
an  increase  of  nearly  four  times  as  many  as  the  number  of 
two  years  ago  when  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Carson  were  appointed 
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by  the  Bishop  as  Acting  Principals.  Formerly  we  had  a 
lager  number  of  our  students  who  were  studying  in  the 
school  at  Foochow.  Today  a very  few  are  now  there  in 
school,  most  of  them  have  returned  to  Hinghwa  to  study. 
There  are  now  students  in  our  school  from  Foochow,  Amoy, 
Sienyu,  Yungchun,  Tehwa,  and  Tatien  Counties.  Some  of 
them  take  a whole  day’s  journey  to  reach  here  and  others 
take  four  and  five  day’s  journey  to  come  to  Hinghwa.  There 
are  two  other  distinctly  different  dialects  in  our  student 
body  besides  that  of  our  own  tongue.  See  what  a wonder- 
ful grip  the  reputation  of  our  school  has  on  the  public  mind  : 
The  more  widely-spread  the  name  of  the  school,  the  greater 
the  public  demand,  that  the  children  within  the  boundaries 
of  our  Hinghwa  Mission  should  have  the  same  opportunities 
of  education  as  these  of  Foochow  or  Nanking  or  Peking  or 
a score  of  other  places  where  Christian  influence  reaches. 

There  is  a greater  demand  for  the  addition  of  new 
buildings  and  equipment  to  this  institution.  With  almost 
300  students  in  our  High  School  department  alone  we  are 
now  able  to  favorably  compare  our  enrollment  with  other 
institutions  of  the  same  grade  in  China.  Yet  due  to  the 
shortage  of  buildings  and  dormitory  room  we  have  turned 
away  almost  a hundred  studentt  who  knocked  at  our  doors 
for  admission  recently.  In  this  hour  of  tremendous  crisis 
do  not  know  where  to  find  space  to  meet  the  present  con- 
ditions. 

Teaching  Staff. 

We  have  not  made  any  changes  in  the  body  of  our 
teaching  staff.  Prof.  Wu,  B.  A.,  M.A.,  of  Boston  Univer- 
sity. Prof.  Lau,  B.  A.  of  Baker  College;  Prof.  Tseng,  B.  A. 
of  Fukien  Christian  University  and  Profs.  Li  and  Lin  of 
Foochow  A.  C.  College  and  Nanking  Teacher’s  College  re- 
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spectively  are  remaining  in  their  posts  of  duty  faithfully. 
Our  teaching  force  in  all  the  various  departments  has  now 
reached  the  number  of  40  members  inclnding  both  the 
•Chinese  and  the  Missionaries.  We  are  very  fortunate  in 
having  several  new  teachers  who  came  out  to  help  us  this 
last  fall  term.  They  are  Mr.  & Mrs.  Aton  and  Mr.  & Mrs. 
Strobel.  The  latter  have  been  sent  out  directly  by  the 
General  Board  in  New  York  while  the  former  came  here 
from  their  trip  to  Northern  China.  Mr.  Aton  is  the  husband 
of  Miss  Florence  Gable.  She  taught  here  for  one  term.  The 
coming  of  her  and  her  husband  has  meant  a great  help  to 
our  English  department.  They  have  been  teaching  7 hours 
a day  with  the  addition  of  some  extraordinary  helps  in  mass 
singing  and  the  organizing  of  an  English  Club  among  the 
students  to  help  them  in  learning  English. 

In  spite  of  the  language  work,  Sferobel  has  been 
teaching  a class  in  English  and  one  Bible,  the  Junior  and 
Seniors  respectively.  He  is  also  spending  two  hours  a week 
in  mass  calisthenics.  Mr.  Strobel  has  helped  in  many  things 
and  students  are  enjoying  him  very  much  in  his  work  with 
them. 

For  a long  time  we  have  been  unable  to  get  our 
problem  solved  in  regard  to  the  teaching  of  Bible  but  now 
we  are  so  glad  that  Mr.  & Mrs.  Hollister  have  been  secured 
to  assist  in  that  department  and  they  willingly  sacrificed 
their  time  not  only  to  teach  but  Mr.  Hollister  has  taken 
charge  of  that  department  and  is  planniug  to  help  definitely 
for  the  curriculum  in  the  future.  Mr.  & Mrs.  Rossiter 
taught  here  during  the  Spring  term  but  have  left  to  go  to 
Ng-Sauh  to  assume  their  assigned  work  along  agricultural 
lines.  While  they  were  here  the  students  learned  to  think 
a great  deal  of  them  and  to  show  their  appreciation  they 
presented  them  with  two  silken  banners  as  tokens  of  their 
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service  here.  With  all  the  other  untiring  efforts  of  our- 
staff,  the  Principals  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Carson  must  be  given  na 
small  praise  for  their  faithful  planning  in  schools.  Dr. 
Carson  is  the  head  of  our  High  School  department  and  Mrs. 
Carson  is  the  head  of  the  Higher  and  Lower  Primary.  These 
are  only  a small  portion  of  the  heavy  loads  they  are  carry- 
ing. They  have  been  in  charge  of  four  districts  with  the 
additional  work  of  the  Institutional  Church  and  the  Mission 
Press.  Loaded  with  all  this  heavy  work  still  they  are  giving 
their  very  best  to  the  maintianing  of  the  high  standard  of 
our  institutions.  It  is  because  of  their  love  and  devotion 
and  kindness  to  our  Chinese,  and  of  their  familarity  with 
the  educational  work  with  which  they  have  been  working  so- 
long  in  our  mission  here  that  this  school  which  at  one  time 
was  very  difficult  to  control,  has  passed  these  to  years  with- 
out serious  trouble-  Mrs.  Carson  was  sick  for  some  time 
and  when  she  recovered  from  her  illness  she  at  once  took  up 
heavy  duties  as  usual.  It  is  because  our  school  is  growing 
larger  and  larger  that  we  have  had  to  appoint  another 
secondary  man  as  Moniter  to  to  take  whole  charge  of  the 
Higher  and  LowTer  Primary  schools.  Brother  Na  Mo  Tai 
our  faithful  co-worker  was  asked  to  fill  this  position.  I 
am  just  at  present  stepping  forward  to  learn  how  to  begin 
my  work*  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  kind  cooperation  of 
the  missionaries  and  our  faithful  workers  the  work  might 
not  have  progressed  to  the  point  that  it  has  now  reaches. 
For  all  of  this  I wish  to  express  my  despest  gratitude  to 
God  for  His  care  and  guidance  and  to  our  our  co-workers 
for  their  constant  faithfulness.  We  are  very  sorry  that  on. 

account  of  the  illness  of  their  son,  Edwin,  the  Rev.  & Mrs. 
F.  P.  Jones,  our  Principal,  were  unable  to  return  from 
America  this  year  and  we  are  hoping  and  praying  that  next 
year  shall  see  them  in  our  midst. 
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The  Political  Unrest  and  our  School. 

We  offer  our  heartfelt  thanks  as  this  time  to  our 
gracious  Al might  God  for  His  wonderful  blessing  and  pro- 
tection to  our  Mission  and  School  during  the  time  of  the 
dangerous  political  nnrest.  When  we  heard  of  the  over- 
throw of  the  government  at  Foochow  the  whole  City  was 
thrown  into  a state  of  great  anxiety.  With  the  coming  in- 
to our  City  of  large  numbers  of  defeated  soldiers,  the 
whole  population  was  struck  with  horror.  Many  of  our 
students  were  grieved  because  their  homes  were  plundered 
by  bandits  and  others  were  sad  because  their  were  looted 
by  defeated  soldeirs. 

When  we  saw  the  people  moving  their  goods  and 
families  from  one  place  to  another  and  when  many  asked 
to  come  to  our  mission  to  get  protection  under  the  American 
flag  our  hearts  were  moved  with  compassion;  and  we  thank 
God  that  through  the  planning  and  well  mangement  of  our 
experienced  principals  we  did  not  close  our  schools  for  even 
a.  single  hour.  Our  school  is  the  only  one  of  the  large 
educational  institutions  that  stood  unmolested  during  the 
time  of  this  political  unrest.  Every  government  school 
'Closed  it’s  doors  and  moreover  they  were  occupied  by 
Southern  soldiers.  It  is  because  we  maintained  our  schools 
through  these  terrible  conditions  that  the  people  have  in- 
creased their  faith  in  us  to  such  a point  as  never  has  been 
reached  before.  Because  of  this  we  are  receiving  great 
benefit  and  we  fell  sure  that  there  are  a great  many  students 
who  will  come  knocking  at  our  doors  for  admission. 

Every  visitor  to  our  school  leaves  with  this  one  con- 
viction that  we  need  some  new  school  buildings  and  that  as 
soon  as  possible.  When  Dr.  Ida  Lewis,  the  daughter  of  our 
dear  late  Bishop  Lewis,  visited  us  some  time  ago  this  spring 
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term,  she  said  that  other  missions  have  more  and  better 
buildings  than  we  have  but  they  are  not  doing  the  work 
that  our  High  School  is  doing  now.  With  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  student  body  and  without  any  increase  in  housing 
space  either  for  classes  or  domitories  we  have  no  place  to 
accomodate  all  the  students.  The  only  thing  that  we  cam 
do  now  is  to  shut  the  door.  Every  possible  corner  is  full 
of  students.  Some  of  the  rooms  formerly  used  for  two  or 
four  boys  are  now  occupied  by  six  or  eight.  Altho  we  are 
going  to  graduate  a class  of  31  students  this  Fall,  still  it 
leaves  very  few  places  for  the  new  comers  and  we  do  not 
know  where  we  are  going  to  find  places  for  the  more  than 
a hundred  students  who  are  to  come  here  next  year.  Oh  ! 
we  certainly  need  some  new  buildings  for  classrooms  or  dor- 
mitories as  soon  as  possible. 

We  have  put  in  this  year  almost  $2,000.00  for  equip- 
ment and  laboratory  supplies  and  we  are  glad  to  say  that 
we  are  having  enough  furniture  for  our  use  this  year. 
This  is  not  because  the  church  has  appropriated  more 
money  for  us  this  year  although  the  mission  did  increase 
our  appropriation  this  year  from  $5,9000.00  to  $7,200.00, 
but  the  most  of  our  income  for  the  yearly  expenses  is  due 
to  the  strict  method  of  collection  of  tuitions  and  other  fees. 
We  are  hoping  that  we  will  raise  our  tuition  a little  higher 
next  year  in  order  to  cover  our  whole  expenses.  It  is  our 
sincere  hope  that  all  the  members  of  this  Conference  and 
Mission  will  back  us  up  in  real  cooperation  for  the  develop- 
ment of  our  school  and  will  truly  help  us  and  furthermore 
will  take  a sympathetic  attitude  toward  toward  our  plans 
for  the  education  of  our  own  children.  Our  school  is  now 
in  a much  better  state  of  control  than  it  has  even  been  be- 
fore. For  Dr.  Carson  used  to  say,  “That  we  believe  the 
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time  is  not  far  from  us  when  our  school  here  will  become 
the  cradle  of  our  evangelistic  as  well  as  our  educational 
work.” 

General  Activities. 

Soon  after  the  Annual  Conference  last  year  onr  boys 
won  a glorious  banner  from  the  Provincial  Track  meet  held 
at  Foochow.  In  another  Track  Meet  in  Sienyu  County  they 
won  two  banners  in  Volley  Ball.  At  this  Conference  time 
you  have  all  seen  how  well  the  boys  have  done  in  Mass 
Calesthenics  under  the  teachings  of  Mr.  Stroble.  These  are 
only  a part  of  our  athletic  activities. 

We  have  over  40  boys  who  have  joined  our  District 
Conference.  We  have  many  boys  who  are  helping  in  the 
Boys’  Scout  every  Sunday.  Every  village  which  our  boys 
have  visited,  have  echoed  with  a so  and  of  Christian  songs. 
Nearly  every  one  of. the  missionary  homes  here  in  the  City 
has  been  crowded  each  week  with  our  boys  in  Prayer 
Meetings  or  social  gatherings.  Every  week  sees  30  or  40 
boys  gathering  in  the  church  for  choir  rehearsal  contribut- 
ing their  part  of  God's  message  in  song.  With  the  the 
faithful  help  of  our  foreign  staff  we  have  made  rapid 
growth  in  the  study  of  the  English  language,  and  we  are 
very  glad  to  report  here  that  a large  number  of  our  students 
who  had  finished  our  course  here  can  finish  their  college 
work  within  three  years  in  some  of  our  big  Universities  in 
China  as  well  as  in  America.  In  short  we  are  doing  part 
of  the  college  work  in  our  own  curriculum. 

Requests. 

We  request  that  the  General  Board  at  New  York 
will  send  us  one  or  more  teachers  to  take  charge  of  our 
English  Department. 

Wre  request  that  the  General  Board  at  New  York 
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will  as  soon  as  possible  provide  us  with  a sum  of  money  for 
an  Administration  Building. 

We  request  that  all  the  friends  on  whom  we  depend 
either  in  our  own  country  or  in  the  United  States  will 
continue  to  send  out  their  financial  help  for  our  staff  and 
our  laboratory  equipment. 

Many  God  grant  that  next  year  will  see  greater 
progress  than  the  last. 

Report  of  The  Hinghwa  Biblical  School. 

Submitted  by  Ng  Meong-hong,  Vice-Principal. 

This  report  rightfully  belongs  to  the  principal  of  the 
school,  but  since  Mr.  Cole’s  departure,  the  present  principal 
has  only  arrived  this  term,  and  is  not  familiar  with  the 
work  of  the  first  semester.  Hence  he  requests  me  to  make 
the  report. 

1.  Faculty.  Former  Principal;  Rev.  W.  B.  Cole, 
present  Principal,  Rev.  G.  W.  Hollister,  Vice  Principal, 
Ng  Meong-hong,  teachers,  Rev.  Sang  Bang-ciong,  Mr.  Da 
Ging-deh,  Rev.  Li  Meong-ding,  Rev.  Au  Cing-geh,  and  Mr. 
Deng  I-deng.  This  represents  our  faculty  of  seven  teachers. 
We  look  upon  our  task  of  training  students  as  having  a 
large  part  in  the  future  of  the  Church  in  Hinghwa.  Upon 
the  way  in  which  we  do  our  work  depends  the  effectiveness 
of  future  preachers,  so  we  as  a faculty  are  working  together 
in  administration  of  the  school  the  teaching  of  the  students, 
and  also  in  the  work  of  the  students  outside  of  the  class- 
room. 

Last  term  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  be  away  for  two 
months  as  a delegate  to  the  Worlds  Christian  Students 
Federation  and  to  the  National  Conference  in  Shanghai. 
This  was  just  at  the  time  when  Mr.  Cole  had  left  for 
America,  so  the  entire  responsibility  of  the  school  was  left 
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in  the  hands  of  the  teachers.  I want  to  thank  them  for  the 
spirit  of  faithfulness  and  willingness  without  limit.  This 
term  Mr.  Hollister  has  been  able  to  give  his  whole  time  to- 
the  work  of  the  Biblical  School.  He  has  done  this  work  of 
administration  with  energy,  has  unstintedly  prepared  his 
class  room  work  both  here  in  the  Biblical  School  and  in  his 
Bible  class  room  over  in  the  High  School.  His  judgment 
and  insight  are  both  good,  and  we  respect  him  and  are  glad 
to  work  with  him. 

2.  Students.  This  past  year  we  have  had  over  fifty 
students  in  the  school.  With  four  graduated  and  a few 
dropped  because  of  failure  either  in  studies  or  in  life- 
purpose,  we  have  forty-nine  students.  Among  these  are 
some  who  are  Higher  Primary  graduates,  and  some  who 
finished  two  years  of  High  School,  and  are  taking  a com- 
bination course,  in  the  High  School  and  in  the  Biblical 
School.  The  students  in  the  highest  class  have  charges 
over  the  week-end,  where  they  preach  and  do  pastoral  work. 
The  other  students  hold  children’s  meetings  in  various  non- 
Christian  schools  in  the  city,  teaching  the  little  ones  our 
Christian  truths.  This  gives  the  students  practical  ex- 
perience even  while  in  school. 

3.  Results  of  Stutent  Work.  The  Biblical  School 
has  a circuit  of  its  owd,  where  the  work  shows  fruitage. 
All  the  work  of  the  Biblical  School  is  reported  [as  part  of 
the  Biblical  School  Circuit,  under  four  heads: 

a.  The  Boys’  Club  work.  Each  week,  under  the 
leadership  of  the  teachers,  the  students  go  out  to  teach  non- 
Christian  children  in  the  schools,  and  also  those  children 
who  have  not  the  opportunity  to  study.  Because  of  this 
work  many  children,  while  not  all  come  into  the  church, 
have  an  opportunity  to  know  Jesus  Christ. 
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b.  Night  School  for  adults.  We  have  had  a class  of 
over  a hundred  men  and  young  boys  who  have  Dot  had  the 
chance  to  go  to  school.  These  men  have  been  taught  every 
evening  by  our  students,  the  Thousand  Characters,  and 
some  of  our  simpler  Christian  study  books.  Thirty  nine 
finished  the  entire  course  of  study  and  received  a diploma 
or  certificate  of  the  Night  School. 

c.  Work  among  Prisoners.  Preaching  services  and 
study  classes  were  started  by  students,  in  the  jail  for  the 
prisoners.  Six  of  these  prisoners  became  converted,  and 
since  last  month  when  all  the  prisoners  were  freed,  these 
six  have  all  carried  out  their  Christian  purpose,  and  have 
been  faithful  attendants  at  services  in  the  churches  near 
there  homes,  and  have  showed  zeal  in  the  Gospel. 

d.  Churches  Opened.  Outside  the  North  Gate,  in 
the  village  of  Eng-siu,  8 li  from  the  city,  I went  in  the  first 
moon  with  some  students  to  do  evangelistic  work.  A group 
became  interested  in  the  Doctrine,  with  hearts  greatly 
moved,  until  several  tens  of  people  enrolled  their  names. 
A student  was  then  appointed  to  go  there  each  week  to 
preach  and  teach.  After  several  months  30  passed  the 
necessary  examinations  and  conditions  for  probation  in  the 
church.  We  have  now  opened  there  a primary  school  with 
one  of  our  own  graduates  as  teacher.  Over  thirty  children 
study  here,  and  their  teacher  Mr.  Go  has  done  worthy  work 
both  in  the  in  the  school  and  the  church,  so  that  this  newly 
opened  place  is  not  behind  older,  more  established  churches 
in  results.  We  have  reason  to  thank  God  for  His  blessing 
on  the  work  of  the  Biblical  School  during  this  past  year. 

Orphanage  Report. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  F.  Brewster 

There  is  much  sameness  in  reports  of  an  institution 
from  year  to  year  so  this  report  will  be  short. 
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The  “no  growth”  policy  has  been  adopted  for  our 
Orphanage,  therefore  our  total  enrollment  has  been  but 
little  increased.  There  is  a total  of  293  children  in  the 
Orphanage.  . 

Five  students  have  gone  to  the  United  States  for 
college,  medical  and  theological  courses.  We  have  one 
student  in  Peking  University,  who  is  in  the  Theological 
School  which  requires  two  years  after  the  college  course. 
Two  students  are  in  colleges  in  Central  China.  Two  are  in 
Medical  Schools.  Ten  are  in  Schools  for  special  course  in 
other  province  in  China. 

Eight  of  our  girls  are  in  Foochow  for  high  school 
and  kindergarten  work.  Forty  others  are  in  our  own  Con- 
ference schools  outside  of  Ng-Sauli. 

School  departments  organized  at  Yellowstone  in  con- 
nection with  our  Orphanage  are  as  follows.  These  depart- 
ments while  necessary  for  our  own  work  yet  are  also  adapt- 
ed to  the  needs  of  the  community. 

Kindergarten  Department:  We  have  been  hampered 
in  this  department  because  our  trained  teacher  has  gone  to 
high  school  for  further  education.  We  have  Mrs.  Na  Hing 
Goli  and  Mrs.  Na  Hu  Dong  in  charge.  There  are  twelve 
orphanage  and  thirteen  community  children,  a total  of 
twenty-five. 

Lower  Primary  School  has  four  grades  with  fine

The  Boarding  department  of  the  Orphanage  has  been 
organized  into  two  clubs.  The  Higher  Primary  and  Junior 
High  School  run  their  own  boarding  club.  Many  of  these 
boys  through  their  industrial  work  earn  sufficient  to  pay 
their  board. 

A new  dormitory  building  is  in  process  of  construc- 
tion so  that  these  departments  can  be  more  completely  se- 
parated next  year  than  now.  This  building  will  be  occupied 
by  the  self-supporting  Orphanage  boys,  the  agricultural  boys 
and  also  outside  boys  who  pay  their  board.  We  are  still 
crowded  for  our  industrial  work  and  expect  to  be  able  in 
near  future  to  enlarge  these  deparments. 

We*  are  grateful  for  friends  in  America  who  have 
sent  designated  gifts  to  make  the  new  buildings  possible 
and  also  to  those  who  have  supported  the  orphans. 

Our  plantation  is  gradually  being  improved  and  will 
soon  be  in  condition  to  bring  a larger  income.  It  is  now 
on  a self-supporting  basis  with  an  additional  five  per  cent 
on  the  investment.  It  is  possible  to  bring  this  to  a more 
profitable  basis  when  the  permanent  improvements  needed 
are  made.  We  need  another  house  that  we  may  have  a 
farm  school.  The  six  months  institute  plan  could  be 
adopted  for  our  uneducated  youth.  They  could  work  on 
the  plantation  part  time  and  study  some  hours  each  day. 
This  ought  to  be  a great  help  to  our  constituency  and 
profitable. 

We  have  special  reason  for  gratitude  in  that  we  have 
had  no  deaths  this  year.  Dr.  Go  through  the  Jakaway  Dis- 
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pensary  and  Hospital  has  given  us  most  efficient  medical 
care,  so  that  while  there  were  severe  cases  of  fever,  yet  all 
recovered. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rossiter  have  joined  us  at  Yellowstone 
mnd  we  rejoice  in  their  coming.  Mr.  Rossiter  has  splendid 
ideas  for  agricultural  experiment  work  which  when  worked 
out  will  be  a great  blessing  to  the  whole  community. 

We  thank  all  who  have  aided  us  in  the  work,  the 
past  year,  the  teachers  in  our  schools  who  have  made  possible 
the  schools  good  standing  and  students’  progress. 

Mr.  Go  Cing  Ngeng,  Mr.  Na  Teng  Hoh,  and  Mrs. 
Ceng  have  been  reponsible  for  the  care  of  the  orphans  in 
their  home  life,  their  training,  care  of  houses,  boarding  de- 
partment and  all  the  needs  of  this  large  orphanage  family 
and  deserve  our  special  gratitude.  The  Suprintendent  has 
had  so  many  other  duties  that  it  has  been  necessary  to 
place  large  responsibilities  on  my  co-workers  and  to  these  I 
-express  my  especial  appreciation. 

South  Fukien  Bible  School. 

E.  C.  Jett,  Principal 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  a good  Chinese 
Monitor  so  that  when  the  work  was  turned  ever  to  the 
mew  missionary  there  was  no  decrease  in  the  efficiency  of 
work.  The  monitor  is  a young  man  of  strong  character, 
Meep  spirituality,  and  a good  teacher. 

During  the  spring  term  the  students  became  interest- 
ed in  carrying  on  a night  school  for  those  who  had  had 
little  opportunity  to  learn  to  read.  This  term,  however,  the 
school  has  not  been  reopened. 

At  the  opening  of  school  this  year  there  was  an  en- 
rollment of  twenty  two  students.  During  the  fall  term  on 
account  of  sickness  either  of  the  students  themselves,  or  of 
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their  families  there  has  seldom  been  more  than  seventeen* 
or  eighteen  students  studying. 

One  of  our  great  problems  here  is  to  make  the 
students  realize  the  importance  of  continuous  study.  It  is 
so  easy  to  find  some  sort  of  pretext  to  go  home  and  some- 
time remain  from  two  weeks  to  a month.  We  are  are  not 
at  the  stage,  as  yet,  when  we  can  bring  very  heavy  pressure 
to  bear  to  compel  their  application  to  their  work. 

Another  problem  facing  us  is  the  securing  of  enough 
students  to  fill  the  school,  who  speak  this  dialect.  As  yet 
not  more  than  half  of  them  are  coming  from  this  region. 
The  others  are  from  the  Hinghwa  and  Sienyu  regions. 
Some  of  them  are  very  good  students  but  they  seldom  get 
this  dialect  very  well  and  if  they  meet  with  many  difficul- 
ties they  so  often  want  to  return  to  their  own  home.  Hence 
the  need  of  getting  men  from  this  region. 

We  are  very  fortunate  this  year  in  that  through  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  T.  E.  Baldwin,  of  Elmia,  N.  Y.  we  have 
have  secured  a building  which,  for  the  present  is  sufficient 
for  our  needs. 

The  new  principal  has  been  trying  to  help  out  a 
little  in  the  school  work  and  has  been  carrying  on  a Bible 
class  and  an  English  class  for  the  teachers.  He  also  has 
enjoyed  his  association  with  the  students  in  athletics. 

The  monitor  is  very  anxious  to  go  on  to  Nanking 
Seminary.  The  principal  because  of  his  own  lack  of  ex- 
perience felt  that  he  should  remain  with  the  work  another 
year.  He  will  however  go  on  to  school  next  year  and  get 
a much  better  training  for  the  work  for  which  he  seems  es- 
pecially fitted. 

The  new  principal  has  greatly  enjoyed  his  relations 
with  the  monitor  and  teachers.  They  have  been  very  patient

with  his  halting  way  of  speaking  their  language  and  have 
been  anxious  to  gain  any  ideas  which  might  be  presented. 

We  are  hoping  that  our  appropriation  may  be  in- 
creased this  year  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  take  in  a new 
a new  class.  We  are  graduating  two  men  this  year;  our 
first  graduates  since  the  opening  of  the  school  in  1919. 

Yungchun  Girls’  School. 

Mildred  Test 

It  is  indeed  a privilege  to  write  the  first  report  of 
the  Yungchun  Girls’  Boarding  School.  The  church  after 
waiting  these  many  years,  at  last  realized  her  expectation 
when  we  opened  the  girls  boarding  school  after  China  New 
Year  in  accordance  with  our  agreement  with  Bandit  King 
who  is  now  no  more.  Everyone  in  the  station  looked  upon 
this  new  venture  of  the  Parent  Board  as  his  special  charge 
and  all  helped  to  start  it  on  its  way,  so  whatsover  success  has 
been  attained  may  be  shared  by  all.  The  first  few  months 
were  difficult  ones  with  insufficient  equipment  and  an  un- 
finished building,  carpenters  and  painters  running  hither 
and  thither,  and  teachers  students  and  missionary  all  new 
and  unanccustomed  to  the  ways  of  running  a school,  but 
at  last  things  settled  into  running  order  and  the  second 
term  has  been  much  easier. 

Five  classes  were  opened  the  first  term,  the  first  four 
of  the  Lower  Primary  and  first  of  the  Upper  Primary  with 
a total  enrollment  of  60.  50  of  these  were  in  the  Lower 

Primary,  the  remaining  10  in  the  Upper.  The  attendance 
was  very  good  the  first  term  and  everyone  seemed  delighted 
with  the  new  school.  This  second  term  only  55  are  enrolled 
due  to  the  fact  that  some  have  moved  away  and  two  have 
been  married.  Attendance  has  been  very  poor  on  the  part 
of  the  outside  students,  due  chiefly  to  sickness  of  which  there 
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has  been  an  unusual  amount.  Every  outside  pupil  has  had 
malaria  for  periods  of  time  varying  from  a few  days  or  weeks 
to  months.  Two  pupils  came  only  one  day  and  have  been 
ill  since.  It  is  pitiful  to  see  their  pinched  faces.  We  have 
done  ou?  best  to  get  them  to  take  the  proper  medicine  but 
some  of  the  parents  are  unwilling  to  try  it  and  so  nothing 
can  be  done.  Those  living  in  the  school  have  been  very  free 
from  illness  and  one  sees  more  and  more  that  it  is  only  by 
having  the  girls  under  his  care  all  the  time  that  one  can 
hope  for  satisfactory  results. 

The  attitude  of  the  church  toward  the  school  is  fine 
in  every  way.  They  want  the  girls  to' have  every  advantage 
and  take  part  in  all  the  activities.  The  girls  have  taken 
their  turns  leading  Ep worth  League  meetings  on  Sunday 
nights  and  have  also  helped  to  provide  entertainment  at 
the  regular  monthly  social  times.  When  the  preachers  met 
here  for  Quarterly  Conference  the  girls  put  on  a play  to  en- 
tertain them.  It  was  very  cleverly  done,  showing  how  a 
family  was  induced  to  give  up  its  idol  worship  and  unbind 
the  feet  of  the  daughter  of  the  family  thru  the  efforts  of 
the  Biblewoman,  preacher  and  missionary.  As  the  District 
Superintendent  said  afterwards,  “It  is  a good  thing  for  the 
girls  to  put  on  plays.  It  helps  them  to  forget  themselves 
and  lose  their  false  sense  of  shame  which  hinders  their 
progress  in  so  many  ways.”  They  also  take  turns  leading 
the  school  prayer  meetings  every  week  and  having  charge 
of  devotions  at  night.  We  hope  in  this  way  to  help  them 
develop  so  that  when  they  go  home  they  will  be  able  to 
spread  some  of  the  light  which  they  have  received  to  less 
fortunate  sisters  and  thus  help  advance  our  work  among 
women  in  this  region.  Nor  have  the  girls  forgotten  others 
in  their  own  quest  for  development.  They  subscribed  over 
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$10  to  the  church  here  and  sent  $14.50  besides  15  suits  of 
clothes  to  the  Swatow  sufferers. 

I said  above  that  it  was  only  by  having  the  students 
in  the  school  that  we  can  hope  for  satisfactory  results,  but 
there  are  happy  exceptions  to  this  statement.  One  is  the 
case  of  a little  girl  10  years  old  who  came  to  read  last  term. 
Her  father  is  a hard  man  who  thinks  that  girls  are  of  no 
value,  so  it  is  under  difficulties  that  Beautiful  Pearl  comes 
to  school.  The  mother  has  very  tiny  bound  feet  which  make 
it  difficult  for  her  to  get  around  and  the  father  continually 
tells  her  how  foolish  it  is  of  her  to  permit  Beatiful  Pearl  to 
come  to  school  in  place  of  keeping  her  at  home  to  help  with 
the  younger  children.  But  the  mother  said  to  me  one  day. 
when  I called  to  see  the  little  girl  who  was  ill,  “I  did  not 
have  a chance  to  attend  school  when  I was  a little  girl.  My 
father  and  brothers  would  not  let  me,  but  I am  determined 
that  Beautiful  Pearl  shall  read  a little  at  least.  I am  glad 
to  do  the  work  and  let  her  go.”  The  father  has  said  that 
she  certainly  shall  not  read  next  year,  that  he  cannot  afford 
to  spend  $1  on  a girl,  but  we  are  hoping  to  prevail  upon  him 
to  allow  her  to  come  again.  She  is  a very  ambitious  little 
student  who  eagerly  drinks  in  all  that  is  taught  her.  At 
the  last  Quarterly  Conference  she  begged  to  be  allowed  to 
join  the  church  on  probation  and  a few  days  later  asked  us 
to  teach  her  a prayer  that  she  could  teach  to  her  mother. 
She  bows  her  little  head  at  each  meal  and  says  Grace  in 
spite  of  the  remarks  of  the  rest  of  the  family.  Who  knows 
but  what  she  may  be  the  means  of  leading  them  to  Christ? 
Our  Master  once  said,  “A  little  child  shall  lead  them”  and 
we  hope  that  our  little  Beautiful  Pearl  may  fulfill  this 
promise. 

A word  in  conclusion  as  to  our  teachers.  The  boys^ 
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school  very  kindly  loaned  some  of  their  teachers  for  part 
time,  we  hired  an  old  scholar  to  teach  character  and  were 
fortunate  enough  to  find  a woman  to  teach  the  beginners. 
This  woman,  while  her  lack  of  educational  requirements 
would  make  the  Educational  Board  weep,  has  other  quali- 
fications which  make  her  very  valuable  to  us.  She  is  a 
thoroughly  consecrated  Christian  woman  whose  influence 
on  the  girls  is  splendid.  She  is  tireless  in  visiting  those 
who  are  sick  and  in  helping  in  the  devotional  work  of  the 
school.  Our  hope  is  to  be  able  to  secure  a woman  for  next 
year  who  is  qualified  to  act  as  Vice  Principal.  The  Pastor 
and  District  Superintendent  have  been  ever  ready  to  lend  a 
lielping  hand  or  to  give  advice  when  we  needed  them.  Al- 
together, the  year  has  been  a very  happy  and  satisfying  one, 
there  having  been  no  serious  trouble  of  any  kind. 

Yungchun  Kindergarten. 

Harriet  R.  Hawley 

The  Methodist  Kindergarten  in  Yungchun  has  been 
opened  now  for  two  years.  It  was  first  started  in  the  church 
and  then  latter  we  moved  into  our  own  fine  new  building. 
About  twenty-five  children  come  with  surprisingly  regular 
attendance. 

It  has  been  a great  joy  to  work  among  these  little 
ones  and  to  teach  them  of  our  Father’s  love.  Such  things 
as  organized  play,  hand  work,  rythin  work  and  singing  are 
all  new  to  these  children  who  have  never  been  taught  in 
their  own  homes,  but  they  respond  very  quickly  to  teaching, 
and  the  rapid  progress  they  make  is  remarkable.  No  work 
could  be  more  satisfying  than  this  among  little  children^ 
and  I am  thankful  that  it  has  been  given  me  to  do. 

I am  grateful  to  all  the  friends  in  America  who  have 
sent  us  Kindergarten  supplies,  and  I am  also  thankful  to 
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Miss  Jackson  and  the  Chinese  girls  who  have  helped  so 
faithfully  in  the  work. 

On  Sunday  in  the  Kindergarten  building  we  have  a 
Sunday  School  of  small  children  gathered  from  all  classes. 
Between  fifty  and  sixty  come  every  week  and  listen  very 
attentively  to  the  story  of  Jesus  and  Elis  love  for  little  ones. 

It  is  a splendid  opportunity  thus  early  to  teach  them  Christ- 
ian truths. 

Yungchun  Woman’s  School. 

Harriet  R.  Hawley. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year  we  opened  the  first  class 
of  the  Woman’s  School  in  Yungchun.  Because  it  was  a 
aew  venture  and  because  our  funds  were  limited,  we  made 
ao  effort  to  secure  students  but  received  those  who  came 
anxious  to  study.  Last  term  there  were  twelve  women  in 
all,  some  of  them  wives  of  Bible  School  students,  some  were 
-church  members  who  had  never  had  a chance  to  study, 
while  others  were  women  having  no  relationship  with  the 
church  but  who  wanted  to  learn  to  read.  One  woman  who 
had  gambled  and  lived  rather  lightly  came  because  her 
father-in-law  (also  a non-Christian),  thought  the  Church 
^school  could  influence  her  to  live  a sober  life.  For  the 
second  term  we  also  received  twelve  women.  They  have 
been  very  diligent  in  their  studies  and  have  made  rapid 
progress.  Our  pastor’s  wife,  Mrs.  Lau  Ka  Siong  has  given 
herself  in  deep  consecration  as  teacher  of  these  women,  and 
her  influence  over  them  has  been  of  the  greatest  service  in 
the  building  up  of  strong  character  among  them. 

We  have  no  building  of  our  own,  but  have  occupied 
several  rooms  in  the  Girls’  School.  Our  experience  these 
two  terms  has  shown  without  a doubt  the  need  for  % 
Woman’s  School  in  Yungchun  where  those,  who  in  girlhood 
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were  deprived  of  an  education,  may  come  to  learn  to  read. 
This  Woman’s  School  must  also  be  developed  into  a Bible 
Woman’s  Training  School,  for  we  must  train  here  onr  own 
Bible  Women  in  Yungchun  as  well  as  our  other  workers 
We  are  hoping  and  praying  that  soon  provision  may  be 
made  for  the  erection  of  a building  for  the  Woman’s  School. 

Report  Of  The  Institutional  Church 

Ng  Eh  Ing. 

With  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  the  diligei  t 
co-operation  of  my  co-workers,  Su  Ging  King,  Deng  Liang 
Sing,  and  Ng  Bing  Hau,  I have  been  able  to  make  some 
progress  in  this  branch  of  the  church  work.  Mr.  Ng  has 
just  returned  from  the  Nanking  Theological  Seminary  and 
has  taken  the  responsibility  of  preaching  the  gospel  to  the 
military  officers  and  soldiers  here. 

The  various  preaching  services  which  were  held  were 
well  attended.  We  also  held  Sunday  School  and  Bible 
Classes  both  for  the  town  people  and  for  the  soldiers  in 
Mandarin  with  very  good  results.  In  addition  to  this 
evangelistic  work,  we  maintained  a reading  room  in  which 
it  is  estimated  that  an  average  of  forty  people  daily  took 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  read  the  latest  periodicals 
and  newspapers.  We  also  gave  a number  of  stereoptican 
and  musical  entertaiments  which  were  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  people.  Various  addresses  on  morals  and  questions 
of  public  welfare  as  sanitation  were  also  given.  Several 
evening  classes  were  also  held  during  the  year. 

Last  summer,  we  opened  a free  school  in  the  village 
of  O-Deng  which  has  grown  from  thirty-two  students  into 
a lower  Primary  School  having  sixty-four  students  with  an- 
other class  of  forty-two  students  at  Gan-O. 
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The  results  of  this  work  are  that  86  have  passed  the 
examination  in  the  Romanized  Primer,  two  passed  the 
examination  of  the  Full  Member’s  Manual,  48  were  taught 
to  pray,  one  was  received  into  full  membership  and  thirty- 
six  as  probationers  and  sixty-five  as  inquirers.  Two  whole 
families  became  Christians.  The  amount  of  subscriptions 
was  $30  small  money,  twelve  dollars  being  given  to  the 
. City  circuit  and  the  rest  to  the  O-Deng  School.
